Coin- 
cidental with the announcement of the 
non-renewal of the WPA lease on the 
Manhattan Theater, expiring at the end 
of June, comes the news of the leasing 
of the Maxine Elliott. 

Up in Harlem, the Negro Theater's 
next production will be Andre Obey’s 
Noah, somewhat revised by Carlton Moss 
from last season's Broadway produc- 
tion. Other production notices concern 
Mme. Eva Palmer Sikelianos, wife of the 
Greek poet, Angelo Sikelianos, who has 
been appointed by the Rroject to pro- 
duce The Persians, an ancient Greek 
play written by Aeschylus in 475 B. C.

NEW YORK, July 25.—In accordance 
with Frank Gillmore’s view, expressed 
last week on his return from the Coast, 
that a campaign for a return of the 
road is the particular province of three 
New .York organizations, i. e., Actors’ 
Equity, the Dramatists’ Guild and the 
League of New York Theaters, it is prob- 
able that plans for such an undertaking 
will be considered early this fall. Gill- 
more on Friday (24) declared he ex- 
pected the three organizations to come 
together at this time in order to mull 
over William A. Brady’s speech made at 
the last annual Equity meeting, May 
26, in which he deciared that the coming 
season held great opportunities for the 
legitimate theater if the powers that be 
had only the insight to patch up their 
differences and take concerted action. 
Chief among the Brady items mentioned 
at the meeting was the return of the 
road, and, according to Gillmore, there 
is money to be picked up in this way. 

Sidney Howard, president of the 
Dramatists’ Guild, has already sent Gill- 
more a letter stating his readiness to 
co-operate. Owing to the absence dur- 
ing the summer of so many Guild mem- 
ters, however, negotiations will probably 
be delaved until September.

Finally Nears 


Completion 


League of New York Theaters returns draft, with few 
matters to be straightened—work has gone on for 18 
months—new form seeks to avoid arbitrations 


NEW YORK, July 25.—The League of New York Theaters has sent to managers 
the final draft of the Equity contract, containing a recodification of laws which, 
it is hoped, will clarify the position of managers, prevent argument and arbitration 
and thus ease the burden hitherto placed on Equity’s legal staff. Reduced from the 
original four pages to about two, the new form will be accompanied by a book 
of rules. Not yet made public, the contract will not, according to Frank Gillmore, 


Equity president, make difficult the position of managers. 
. to eliminate the possibility of managers 


misconstruing rules and looking for a 
way out. 

First considered about 18 months ago, 
the Equity contract was delayed last win- 
ter because of the managers-dramatists’ 
quarrel. When this fracas was finally 
patched up negotiations could not be 
completed because of Gillmore’s Coast 
trip. Now that the drafts have been sent 
out, both Gillmore and Dr. Henry Mos- 
kowitz, executive adviser to the League 
of New York Theaters, anticipate no 
controversy when the producers hold a 
confab in the near future. 

Additional features of the final draft, 
which Equity officials hope will never 
become outdated, will be forthcoming 
soon. 


Epidemic Hits Montgomery 


MONTGOMERY, Ala., July 25.—With 
seven persons already dead, dozens more 
in a serious condition and more than 
109 cases of infantile paralysis reported 
by health authorities in the last few 
weeks, theaters and even churches of 
wide areas of Northern Aabama and 
Tennessee border cities have been forced 
to close their doors this week as the 
State health department taboos gather- 
ings of any kind in an effort to curb 
spread of the dreaded disease. 

Various club meetings and other pro- 
posed gatherings have been ordered post- 
poned, including a State convention of 
the American Legion set for the coming 
week at Huntsville. At Athens, Ala., all 
shows have been closed for more than 
10 days. The health authorities would 
not venture to say just when they 
thought the quarantine against shows 
would be lifted.

LL his life Jan Rubini has been surrounded 
by music.

He promptly gave bond in 
the sum of $100 and announced his in- 
tention of taking the case to the courts, 
in which he has already won the Sunday 
blue-law case and the Schmeling-Louis 
fight case. 

Somma said that the Bank Night and 
Broadway Handicap form of attendance 
gift has been in vogue in the United 
States for the past five or six years and 
that more than 5,000 theaters are now 
using it, among which in Virginia, he 
said, were theaters in Roanoke, Lynch- 
burg, Danville, South Boston, Farmville 
and Newport News.

casting field. Working in co-operation with the Motion Picture Producers and Dis- 
tributors’ Association, Avlesworth will provide a radio service for the exploitation 


of motion pictures. Nor will it be limited 
to the facilities of NBC. Thru electrical 
transcriptions, this service may embrace 
over 200 radio stations thruout the 
country not affiliated with the chain. 

Since NBC and Radio-Keith-Orpheum 
Pictures Corporation, Aylesworth being a 
board officia) at both organizations, are 
RCA subsids, this transcribed radio serv- 
ice will be of further importance to the 
mother company in view of its interests 
in both motion picture sound record- 
ings and electrical reproductions for 
Tadio. 

With Carl E. Millikan, former governor 
of Maine, representing the Hays Office, 
Aylesworth is expected to announce 
shortly the first step in his plan which 
will provide for a clergyman using the 
microphone to co-ordinate the era’s two 
predominant mediums of entertainment, 
radio and motion pictures. The pro- 
posed series will have Rev. Dr. David 
Carl Colony, of the Episcopal Church, 
Going a five - minute talk titled, 
Sermons on the Movies. Dr. Colony is 
expected to propound that 80 per cent 
of all motion pictures produced, either 
deliberately or by chance, teach a definite 
moral lesson. On each program he will 
review briefly a current film. pointing 
out the moral iesson it contains, and 
tracing the thought in question to a 
biblical text. 


Coming on the heels of the encyclical 
for a world movie censorship ordered by 
Pope Pius XI on July 2, this feature is 
seen as a crucial move on the part of 
the motion picture {ndustry in America 
to counteract any move for a world- 
wide censorship on movies to be affected 
by the prooused International Catholic 
Motion Picture Congress in Rome next 
September. This in spite of the un- 
official report that Will H. Hays con- 
siders the encyclical a tacit indorse- 
ment of the industry’s own censorship 
plan. 

Planned to start early in the fall, Dr. 
Colony’s exposition on the movies from 
a religious angle is slated for the entire 
NBC net. In addition, electrical tran- 
scriptions of his talks, to be made by 
RCA, will be distributed thru the Hays 
office to more than 200 radio stations 
not included in the NBC chain. Teach- 
ing religion with movies thru the radio, 
Dr. Colony’s participation may even- 
tually lead to a Church of the Air spon- 
sored by the two entertainment indus- 
tries. 

A further feature, depending upon the 
success of the initial venture, will be a 
dramatized series to supplement Dr. 
Colony’s sermonettes. Employing a pro- 
fessional cast of radio actors, the drama- 
tized versions will enlarge on his prin- 
ciples. 


Olympics Commercial 
On New York Indie 


NEW YORK, July 25.—Opening and 
closing broadcasts in German of the 
Olympic games cn August 1 and August 
16 may go commercial if an advertiser 
is found. Broadcasts will be on WBNX, 
in the Bronx, which this week received 
an okeh from the German Radic Rund- 
funk to sell the stanzas. 

WENX will get the German broad- 
casts by way of RCA short wave, the 
Riverhead station of RCA transmitting 
the ceremonies to WBNX for rebroad- 
cast. Altho all the major networks of 
this country, as well as stations all over 
the world, will carry Olympic broadcasts, 
this is claimed as the only show to be 
sold to an advertiser, 


Nix on Hooey, Says GOP; 
We Want ’Em To Listen In 


NEW YORK, July 25.—New use of radio 
by a political party is being attempted by 
the Republican National Committee, 
which :s trving to get away from the 
straight speech and propaganda angle, 
has set William S. Hard, newspaper man 
and commentator, on NBC for a five-time- 
a-week nightly commentary series. Hard 


will do 15 minutes a night, bulk of the’ 


program devoted to comments, and some 
part to occasional big wigs for speeches 
or interviews. Hard starts July 30. GOP 
committee placed the biz direct and the 
program is one of numerous placements 
by major political parties for paid time. 

While the Republicans are placing 
their time, so far direct, even tho Hill 
Blackett, of Blackett-Sample-Hummert, 
is in charge of this phase of things for 
this party, the Democrats, according to 
radio execs, will spot their business thru 
agenctes and give the ad outfits their 
15 per cent--when it’s paid. Political 
time payment is usually made any time 
from: the date of broadcast until the 
next election—four years hence. Wil- 
liam Rankin agency has placed most of 
the Democrat's biz so far. 


Gillin Heads Neb. Group 


LINCOLN, Neb., July 25—John J. Gil- 
lin, of WOW, Omaha, was named presi- 
dent of the Nebraska Broadcasters’ Asso- 
ciation at a meeting of the organization 
here. Other officers named by the group, 
which was formerly known as the Mis- 
souri Valley Broadcasters’ Association, 
are John M. Henry, stations KFAB, KOIL 
and KFOR, Lincoln and Omaha, vice- 
president, and Art Thomas, of Norfolk, 
re-elected secretary and treasurer. Clark 
Stafford, of KGFW, Kearney, and W. I. 
LeBarron, of KGNF, North Platte, were 
named directors. The association voted 
to contact University of Nebraska of- 
ficials in an effort to broadcast uni- 
versity football games this fall. Such 
broadcasts have been barred for the past 
few years. 


Pitt Stations Selling 
Acts To Pay License Fee 


PITTSBURGH, July 25.—Local radio 
stations engaged in booking their sustain- 
ing or commercial talent are asked to regis- 
ter with the Bureau of Employment, De- 
partment of Labor and Industry. State 
Investigator Arthur W. Goodrum is in from 
Harrisburg to take charge of the drive. 

He revealed that a station’s artists’ serv- 
ice bureaw selling talent is classified as an 
agent, and is, therefore, required to be 
listed with their department. Any station 
doing a strictly buying and selling business 
is required to pay no fee but must be 
registered on the “free agent” list. Sta- 
tions collecting a fee for their booking 
services are required by law to take out 
a regular $100-a-year booking license. 

Goodrum stated that local stations are 
co-operating with the department and are 
falling in line. 


Piastro To Conduct 
For Coast Oil Firm 


SAN FRANCISCO, Calif., July 25.— 
Standard Oil Company of California has 
signed Mishel Piastro, concert master of 
the New York Philharmonic, for 13 weeks, 
starting July 30, to direct the weekly 
Standard Symphony Hour over the NBC- 
Pacific Red network. Programs, with two 
exceptions, will continue to originate 
from the Community Playhouse of the 
Western Women’s Club building here 
and 65 members of the San Francisco 
Symphony Orchestra, of which Piastro 
was formerly concert master and assist- 
ant conductor, will be used. Alfred 
Hertz, as conductor of the Standard 
Symphony Hour, concluded his series 
last Thursday. 

San Francisco Symphony has been re- 
engaged by the Ford Motor Company for 
appearance at the California-Pacific In- 
ternational Exposition in San Diego Au- 
gust 11-23, which will be broadcast, 
probably, over CBS. Standard Oil, dur- 
ing that time, will fill in with two other 
Pacific Coast symphonies, the Seattle 
on August 13 and that from Portland 
August 20. Basil Cameron will direct 
the Seattle concert with Piastro as violin 
soloist. Piastro is scheduled to conduct 
the Portland pregram. Hertz will baton 
the San Diego appearances of the San 
Francisco Symphony, which last year was 
awarded the gold medal for its brilliant 
performances at the exposition. 


De Angelo Quits Blackman 

NEW YORK, July 25.—Carlo de 
Angelo, radio head of Blackman Adver- 
tising, Inc., for several years, resigned 
this week. No reason given, with 4 suc- 
cessor not named yet. De Angelo han- 
dled, as Blackman’s radio boss, most of 
the radio business for Procter & Gamble 
Company. 

Reported that De Angelo might leave 
New York to associate in a production 
capacity with NBC on the West Coast. 


Pix and Radio Exees Plan Pact 
To End “War” Over Guest Stars 


HOLLYWOOD, July 25.—Threatened 
war between pictures and radio over 
the use of guest Hollywood names is 
expected to come to a peacful conclusion. 
It is understood that meetings have been 
held between top agency representatives 
and film executives the past week and 
that a code of operation is in the process 
of development to pacify all factions on 
a compromise basis. 

The yanking of Wallace Beery and 
Stuart Erwin by MGM last week, several 
days before their Viva Villa broadcast in 
the Lux period, has been amicably set- 
tled, with the pair slated to do the show 
in September, when their production 
schedules will allow time for radio re- 
hearsals and the 5 p.m. broadcast hour. 
Beery and Erwin, appearing in Old Hutch 
and Chained Lightning, respectively, 
were canceled, MGM stated, solely be- 
cause of tight shooting schedules on both 
pictures 

Meanwhile Warner Brothers, none of 
whose contract players have been booked 
for an air spot in the past few weeks, 
okehed Joan Blondell’s appearance on 


the Shell oil show for August 1. Miss 
Blondell was set for the spot earlier 
this month, but the booking was killed 
by the studio without explanation. 

With exhibitors complaining to the 
studios that air appearances of stars 
detract from the box office, essence of 
the compromise talk is that films and 
radio can get together to handle the 
ticklish phases of star ether spots to 
mutual advantage. From the film slant 
it means greater and closer control over 
material and spotting in the interest of 
protecting name values, while radio will 
get much more co-operation from the 
film studios in securing material. 

Talked of as a possibility resulting 
from the radio-pictures compromise is 
the creation in each film studio of a spe- 
cial department to handle radio angles 
affecting contract players, with one re- 
sponsible executive in charge of material 
and manner of presentation, plus gen- 
erous plugging of picture to offset ad- 
verse exhibitor sentiment. Understood 
that top executives of the major studios 
are in favor of the plan.

Another is reported that no de- 
cision has been made as to what Ran- 
dall’s new title will be under his new 
appointment. When the event does take 
place, it is said, publicity and sales pro- 
motion offices will be moved to the same 
floor. Press is now on the fourth; 
promotion on the third. 

Unofficial sources say that when Ran- 
dall moved to the sixth floor from the 
fourth, as he did recently after NBC 
went thru a minor personnel reorganiza- 
tion, the tipoff was given on his new 
post. When it’s all given the final ap- 
proval Vance Babb, now acting head of 
the press department, will lose the act- 
ing part of the title. E. P. H. James, 
of course, will remain as head of the 
sales promotion department,

Reader interest 
or listener interest is greater because of 
the appeal involved, at the same time 
making the listener feel as part of the 
show. This includes programs of the 
Good Will Court, Community Sing, Vor 
Pop or Husbands and Wives classifica- 
tions. 

In the orchestra trend program 
builders state that the years of steady 
dance-band broadcasting at night has 
detracted from the value of straight 
dance bands on musical shows. Thus 
the advertisers want their bands, in addi- 
tion to straight dance rhythms, to turn 
out heavier production numbers such 
as done by Raymond Paige, Al Good- 
man, Leo Reisman, Rudy Vallee on his 
Fleischmaiin’s yeast show and others. 
This pulls more they claim and means 
more to the listeners than “hurry up” 
dance music played between numbers 
done by comedy stars and so on on their 
programs.

In addition to judging the best station 
coverage method, the joint committee, 
according to Paul Peter, is also planning 
to keep working steadily on the census 
figures.

Recommendation fol- 
lowing will present to the radio and ad- 
vertising industries that one method re- 
garded as most advantageous to the two 
trades. 

Importance of such recommendation 
is obvious to both fields, especially the 
advertisers, who were primarily responsi- 
ble in establishing the joint committee as 
a@ parallel to the publishers’ ABC. sSta- 
tions also regard the opinion to be 
handed down, as to estimating and judg- 
ing coverage, as vitally important, in 
view of the considerable expenditures to 
be made in the future in gauging cover- 
age lines.

Spotted against 
Boake Carter makes the competish pretty 
touch, and while the Philco chatterer is 
in no Immediate danger of losing his 
hold, the Petticoat lady also shows a 
mean ability to gleam the news squibs. 
And with a keen appreciation of values 
and a voice that appeals to the ear, her 
spot should grow.

Another of the big shows coming from 
Hollywood, Camel’s new program gets 
into the big-time class only by the 
Strength of its names, not by virtue of 
actual program merit.

Cisler’s Suit Halts 
Power Increase for WATL 


ATLANTA, July 25.—Removal of WATL 
from the Shrine Mosque and increase 
in its power, as outlined in an applica- 
tion to the FCC, has been blocked tem- 
porarily by litigation over ownership of 
the station instigated by Steve Cisler, 
former manager of the 100-watter. 

Cisler brought the action against J. W. 
Woodruff, of Columbus, Ga., now oper- 
ating the station by court order under 
the name of the Atlanta Broadcasting 
Company. The application to the FCC 
was for a construction permit to install 
a new transmitter, make changes in the 
antenna and increase power from 100 
watts to 100 watts at night and 250 day- 
time and to move the station from the 
Mosque to the Henry Grady Hotel build- 
ing. 

Such procedure, Cisler claims, would 
jeopardize his interest in the property 
and FCC license, issued jointly to him 
and Woodruff, and would change the 
status of the property of both claimants 
during pending litigation. Cisler also 
applied for a temporary receiver and a 
monthly accounting of the operation of 
the station to be embodied in a report to 
the clerk of court, but no judicial order 
Was passed on these points. Hearing has 
been set for August 13. 

WATL was sold in January, 1935, by 
Oglethorpe University to the. Atlanta 
Broadcasting Company, in which Wood- 
ruff owns 70 per cent of the stock and 
Cisler 30, according to the petition. Cis- 
ler alleges that after the university had 
conveyed title, Woodruff refused to go 
thru with the contract, claiming Cisler 
had no interest either in the station or 
its license, and later filed suit to estab- 
lish himself as sole owner. Station at 
present is managed by Jesse Swicegood

NEW YORK, July 25.—Altho J. Walter 
Thompson Company, advertising agency 
for Standard Brands, which has taken 
over Good Wi!l Court on WMCA as a re- 
placement for Major Powes, sent out an 
announcenent that the show was defi- 
nitely set to start for Chase & Sanborn’'s 
coffee in September on NBC, network 
spokesmen said yesterday that no time 
contract has been signed.

Belief is that 
with an RCA subsidiary involved, as well 
as the many stations on a Coast-to-Caast 
hookup, chiselers will be keeping their 
ears open for a chance at socking in with 
a libel or damage claim. Angle is that 
one of the advice seekers might say 
something a bit harsh about a member 
of his or her family, or his or her land- 
lord, etc., with the party so referred to 
then trying to collect.

Figures recently released by the United 
States Commerce Department revealed 
that this business of broadcasting drew 
some handsome revenues in 1935. It 
reported that the nation’s 561 broad- 
casting stations and eight networks re- 
ceived total revenues of $86,492,653 in 
1935. All stations in the country which 
sell radio time, except three small units, 
were included in the department’s sur- 
vey. The income was divided into 
$39,737,867 paid to national or regional 
networks; $13,805,200 for non-network 
advertising, and $26,074,476 for local ad- 
vertising. About half of all radio time 
sales were thru networks. The networks 
and stations employed an average of 
14,561 persons, with an annual pay roll 
for 1935 of $26,911,392.

the granting of raiiroad concessions for 
theatrical companies has been renewed. 
In view of the recent reduction of in- 
dividual fares it is hoped that transit 
companies, cognizant of the business 
accrving from road shows, will take 
kindly to the proposition. Gillmore 
outlines the situation in a letter to the 
Interstate Commerce Commission at 
Washington: 

“Ten years ago an enormous business 
came to the railroads thru traveling the- 
atrical attractions. In those days ithe 
railroads used to allow concessions and 
issue block tickets to them. The Inter- 
state Commerce Commission withdrew 
the concessions, and partly because of 
the increased expense of travel the 
number of theatrical companies has been 
reduced 80 per cent. 

“There is a distinct revival this year 
in the theater and I feel sure that you 
could encourage this as well as bring 
profit to the railroads if you would re- 
new the said concessions. 

“I Know that you have reduced in- 


dividual rates, so why not go a step 
further and reduce the expenscs of those 
who travel in companies from city to 
city? 

“Incidentally, I may mention that a 
traveling company helps the business of 
@ community; it brings people from out 
of town to see performances; hence there 
is further revenue for the transportation 
companies.”

Frank Merlin, administrator in 
charge of circus and vaudeville, an- 
nounced that plans are being made for 
the permanent establishment of a loop of 
theaters in an effort to revive vaude in 
Greater New York. Current, suggestions 
are that six theaters be secured, each 
of them to be visited by variety shows 
booked on a rotary system, as is the case 
in commercial vaude circuits. Merlin 
has already obtained theaters in Hemp- 
stead, Glen Cove, Cedarhurst and Long 
Beach. 

In connection with the recent agita- 
tion for the granting of vacations to 
Federal Theater Project workers, it is 
understood that the moguls have acceded 
somewhat, agreeing to give all adminis- 
trative workers a vacation with pay. It 
has not been definitely decided, however, 
what categories are included’ in this 
classification. 

The latest offering of the Federal 
Dance Theater occurred July 23 at the 
Henry Street Settlement, where Salut 
Au Monde, with choreography by Tamiris 
and music by Genevieve Pitot was pre- 
sented. Slated for July 29 is the Music 
Project's offering at Madison Square 
Garden, on which occasion Tschaikow- 
sky’s Overture of 1812 will be given by 
285 musicians led by Erno Rapee, who 
will have the assistance of detachments 
of the Coast Guard and the 16th In- 
fantry to recreate the sounds of the 
Battle of Borodino. 


PHILADELPHIA, July 25.—Plans for 
dramatic presentations by the Philadel- 
phia division of the Federal Theater 
Project had to be abandoned because 
of a dearth of talent. Lorin J. Howard, 
new State director, opines that his search 
for dramatic material is'futile. Owing 
to the proximity of New York, profes- 
sionals refuse to remain “at liberty” at 
home and search for contacts on Broad- 
way 

The only dramatic effort among the 
units thruout the entire State is that at- 
tempted in Reading, where Harry A. 
Archibald, head of the Reading Theater 
Project, is making great gains with his 
company.

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Three Legit Houses Only 
Hope for Philly’s Season 


Roster down to scant trio—producers may switch con- 
templated tryouts because of scarcity of houses—six 
theaters held shows one week last year—outlook dark 


PHILADELPHIA, July 25.—While the prospects for a cheery 1936-37 legit 
season look most promising, the housing situation may find Philadelphia on the 


lowest rung of the ladder. 


Plays are plentiful; in fact, they were promised in 


bunches, but the new season, which theater managers anticipated to be the best 
since the better days, will find only three houses available. It marks a new low, 
Philadelphia once boasting 10 houses. Garrick Theater joins the growing list of 


hnas-beens, and the announcement that 
parking lot is expected momentarily. 
What was once the country’s leading 
theatrical center outside of New York 
will be left with only the Forrest, Chest- 
nut and Erlanger legit houses. 


The Garrick, owned by the Anne W. 
Penfiela estate and operated by the 
Philadelphia Garrick Theater Company, 
Inc., of which ‘Marcus Heiman 1s presi- 
dent. was built by the late William 
Whiteman and opened October 7, 1901, 
with Richard Mansfield in Monsieur 
Beaucaire. Executors’ plans call for the 
lobby entrance to be transformed into 
a store, while the remaining structure 
will ultimately make way for more office 
building space. 

The bondholders of the Broad Street 
are considering offers for the site, the 
most tempting ccming from a parking 
lot operator. House, antedating the 
Garrick, is an indie operated by Sam 
Nirdlinger. 

Shubert Theater, altho newly reno- 
vated since the fire there last year, will 
reopen in the fall with burlesque. 
House was formerly the ace spot for 
musical productions and after a couple 
of dark seasons went burlesque. With 
a New York outfit running the Shubert 
and Izzy Hirst continuing his Trocadero 
and Bijou theaters, Philadelphia will be 
found with as many burlesque houses 
as legits. 

The Arch Street Theater is already 
demolished, and the Walnut, oldest the- 
ater in America, wili have Yiddish stock. 
Adelphia and Lyric theaters, dark for 
more than a half dozen years, will un- 
doubtedly be turned into parking lots. 
The Fox-Locust Theater, originally 
opened with the advent of the talkies as 
a pix house, has housed flesh on various 
occasions. ‘There issome talk that it will 
join the legit ranks, Gottlieb, Rudow & 
Berns making overtures for the theater 
to nouse their musical comedy revivals. 
However, it is more than likely that 
when and if the Fox-Locust lights up 
again it will be as a night club of the 
cabaret-theater variety. Witn the lay- 
out and location a natural for a 
nighterie, several New York interests 
have been dickering for the spot since 
early spring, and at one time it looked 
as if Joe Moss, of the New York Holly- 
wood, had it, 


The housing situation will inevitably 
mean a serious dent in legit fare for 
the local theatergoers. Last season's 
records show that at least four houses 
were simultaneously lit for over 15 
weeks, not counting the two theaters 
that housed road-show films for 16 
weeks. And during one week, at the 
height of the season, six theaters held 
legit shows. 

Several New York producers, notably 
Max Gordon and Sam H. Harris, have 
long favored Philadelphia as the open- 
ing spot for their offerings. Uncertainty 
of houses available finds Max Gordon 
breaking his custom and opening his 
Production of St. Helena in Washington 
late in September. 


Harris had particularly favored the 
Garrick for his pre-Broadway tryouts, 
and the elimination of that theater from 
the list may find him turning to Boston 
or some other road city. Up to the lat-

When he paints for her a picture 
that shows she must dwell always in 
the adulation of a public she rebels 
for a moment and demands to know if 
she must be satisfied with “reflected 
glory,” to which the manager bluntly 
answers yes and asks what more could 
she ask. She avoids marriage to the 
home-town boy; suffers in a romance 
with a cad from Chicago and at final 
curtain leaves the audience to believe 
that there is greater understanding be- 
tween herself and manager. 


Action is weak in spots and tempo 
lags a bit, tut at that Kelly has turned 
out an entertaining piece. He uses his 
knowledge cf the theater and its people 
to good advantage, building interesting 
Situations. Play has its laughs and 
brilliant dialog, but scene one in the 
first act is sadly in need of trimming. 
Male roles are very weak, too—positively 
negative. When Kelly starts the tight- 
ening process that the show will stand 
here and there, noticeably in the second 
act, which is too wordy and needs an 
injection of action, there is no reason 
why Reflected Glory shouldn't make the 
grade on Broadway.

From Out Front 


Venturing as is its wont into an alien bailiwick, this corner would like to call 
attention to three questions (oratorical questions, as their propounder himself says) 
raised some months ago by Mr. Richard Watts Jr.. of The Herald-Tribune, whose 
recent appointment as successor to the late Percy Hammond was, incidentally, the 
grandest choice that The Herald-Tribune could possibly have made. They concern 
the cinema, but they have overtones which reach the stege, thereby qualifying them 
for discussion here. Mr. Watts wants to know which is chiefly responsible for the 
success of a photoplay—the director, the authors or luck?; what is the actual con- 
tribution of the actor to a motion picture?; and, does so-called propaganda achieve 
anything at all on either stage or screen? Mr. Watts expects no answers, and 
seeks to arrive at no hard-and-fast conclusions. 


This corner, ever disposed to stick out its head in a shower of guillotines, 
ventures not 1n answer but an opinion on the first question. It is this corner’s 
hunch that in motion pictures the director, more often than not, is responsible 
for the success or failure of a film. Obviously, there can be no general rule; but 
your reporter, after enforced attendance at more photoplays than he wants to 
(or conceivably could) remember, figures that in at least 60 per cent the director 
rather than the author was chiefly responsible for the finished product. Obviously, 
no director in the world could have made a passable picture out of the script of 
The Revolt of the Zombies. Just as obviously, thru changes and many other 
things, directors have made superior pictures out of inferior scripts and im- 
possible pictures out of scripts that may not really have been so very bad. 


That a bad director can kill a potentially good script is an undoubted fact, 
even in regard to the stage. The most obvious case that comes to mind is, of 
course, that of Bright Star, the Philip Barry play which was produced, as it is 
sometimes euphemistically called, by Arthur Hopkins last season. Mr. Hopkins, 
thru his inspired miscasting and his willingness to allow the leading actors to 
play the roles as they and not as Mr. Barry conceived them, twisted the entire 
point of a fine, beautiful and important play, wrying it beyond recognition. It 
was certainly wried beyond the recognition of the critics, who panned the piece 
with a unanimity as devastating to themselves as to the play. 

If a director can be so important a factor in staging a drama, it seems obvious 
that he can be an even more important factor in shaping a film, since in pictures 
there are many more things which he and he alone must correlate. 


In discussing his second question Mr. Watts comes to the defense of so-called 
personality players, saying that they perform a difficult and vital feat if they 
manage to bring warmth to the chill medium of the cinema. Again, of course, 
the question of color or !ack of it in a performer often depends upon the director. 
There have been countless cases of colorless and inept actors who have suddenly 
blossomed forth into celluloid passion-flowers after falling under the sway of one 
cr another director. The director, in these cases, has created the personality which 
the star thereafter tries to perpetuate, being a sort of professional Svengali to a 
flock of eager Trilbys. 

The press departments also (so I am told) help to create color in various 
players, building up for them personalities which they are supposed to wear on 
and off the screen. Even when the player has the ability to be an actor rather than 
a type he or she is often made into a robot of machine entertainment. Take, for

Central City 
Fest Opening 


“Gondoliers” gets off to 
ovation—hope for a six- 
week season eventually 


DENVER, July 25.—Fifth annual play 
festival at Central City, 50 miles in the 
mountains, started Saturday night with 
practically a sellout and with indica- 
tions the three-week run would be a 
success financially. Artistically, The 
Gondoliers tops anything that has been 
presented at the 50-year-old opera house. 
Prices on the opening night were $5. 
Other prices run from $2 to $3. 

The Central City Opera House Ass0- 
ciation, a non-profit group, spends money 
without thought of return. Costumes 
are the finest obtainable, Frank St. 
Leger was imported to direct, and an 
orchestra of about 25 were hired locally. 
Rehearsals took the better part of five 
weeks, and the opening performance was 
highly successful. 

St. Leger got everything out of the 
musicians and cast, with the result that 
demands for encores were numerous the 
first night, and applause and cheering 
at the end broke all records. 

Twenty-eight performances will be 
given this year, topping the previous 
three years by a week and the opening 
year by two weeks. 

The opera house association intends 
making the summer revival a permanent 
thing, as evidenced by purchase of the 
Teller House, a four-story hotel in Cen- 
tral City, built without an _ elevator. 
They operate it every year during and 
previous to the festival. 

Leads this year were carried by Paul 
Porter, Barre Hill, Mark Daniels, Edward 
Kane, Raymond Middleton, Ruth Young, 
Grace Panvini, Lee Whitney and Louise 
Bernhardt. 

Paul Porter is stage director; Pancho 
Gates, technical director, and the dances 
were arranged and directed by Mary 
Jennings (Mrs. Paul Porter). St. Leger 
not only directed the production but 
conducted the orchestra as well. 

The theater, a 750-seat opera house, 
built in 1878, was presented to Denver 
University, which sponsors the annual 
festival. The opera house association 
hopes to build the reputation of the 
festival so it can run for at least six 
weeks every year. 


Ann Arbor’s Most 


Successful Season 


DETROIT, July 25.—The eighth sea- 
son of the Michigan Renertory Players at 
she Lydia Mendelssohn Theater, Ann 
Arbor, has proved probably the most 
successful in its history. The produc- 
tion of Maxwell Anderson's Mary of 
Scotland last week drew capacity audi- 
ences even with the extremely hot 
weather, requiring extra chairs to be 
placed clear down in the orchestra pit 
to handle the crowds. Leading roles in 
the play were taken by Charles T. Har- 
tell, Virginia Frink, Samuel Birnkrant 
and Sarah Pierce.

According to Valentine B. Windt, gen- 
eral director of the Players, the house 
has been practically sold out for every 
production of the four weeks remaining 
this season, with some turnaways weeks 
in advance.

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Summer Theater Reviews 


“All Desirable Young Men” 


(Greenwich) 


James Ullman’s third production at 
the Greenwich Guild Theater was All 
Desirable Young Men, by Maurice 


Jacques Valency and David Driscoll, 
staged by William Schorr, with settings 
by S. Syrjata. 

This play is perhaps the best script 
done at Greenwich this season. In two 
acts and four scenes it traces the rise 
of a chemical concern from 1917 until 
the present and tells what part chem- 
ical factories play in modern warfare. 
Arthur Cunningham rises from office 
manager to a chernical tycoon, marries 
the secretary to the president of the 
firm who was in love with the latter’s son 
but lost him in the World War, in which 
confict he insisted upon becoming an 
aviator. 

After a typical cross-section portray- 
ing the Jew, the Irishman, the muni- 
tions salesmen and the latent Com- 
munist. Cunningham makes a fortune 
and decides to amalgamate all the 
chemical concerns in the country toward 
a concerted effort to peace rather than 
war. This idea is born in 1926, but 
some years later it is dead and once more 
the country is plunged into a nameless 
war. 

Cunningham's son marries and joins 
the aviation corps and despite the story 
of what happened to his mother and the 
pleas of his father, he goes off to make 
the world safe for democracy again. 

The authors write fervently and some- 
times intelligently. They bring to light 
sucn problems as the capitalist class 
uniting in Fascism against Communism 
and the gulf between the middle class 
and the werkers, but once faced with 
these imvortant issues they duck their 
heads and fall back on their bromidic 
and clicheish plot They write in a 
subjective fashion, looking back upon 
the war years with the eyes of 1936 play- 
wrights and carrying the present-day 
spirit with them. Their canvas is broad 
enough to harbor at least three plays, 
none of which sees tt:e light of day. The 
second act is written in a far better 
fashion than the first, but by the time 
the problems begin to be uprooted it is 
too late and the play is over. 

Robert Keith and Barbara Robbins 
headed exceptionally large summer thea- 
ter cast. Mr. Keith plays in an indecisive 
manner, but one does not know whether 
to blame him or the script. As for Miss 
Robbins, her first act performance was 
embarrassing, but late in the play she 
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seemed to hit her stride and pjayed in a 
more convincing style. 

Perhaps the two best performances in 
the play were contributed by Don Bed- 
doe and Hunter Gardner. Beddoe, as the 
young Communist, played with depth 
and understanding, squeezing his sparsely 
written part for all it was worth. And 
Gardner, as the secretary to Cunning- 
ham, working in a reserved, deliberate 
fashion, demonstrated clearly that he 
deserves bigger and better parts on 
Broadway. He, incidentally, was the 
only one who seemed to know how to 
wear a uniform correctly. 

Walter Fenner, John Brown and Alfred 
Kappeler also contributed effective char- 
acterizations. And Eugenia Rawls, in a 
bit at the end of the play, proves, as she 
did in The Children’s Hour, that she 
is a young lady with a promising future. 

To bring this play to Broadway in its 
present condition seems a futile task. 
That it is meaty and worth salvaging is 
apparent. If the authors would rely less 
on their unoriginal plot and concentrate 
more on some of their worth-while but 
undeveloped characters All Desirable 
Young Men might definitely find a niche 
in the ever-increasing list of anti-war 
plays. One feels that perhaps a clearer 
viewpoint would do away with much of 
the hodgepodge that now exists super- 
fluously in a heady idea.

That ground-rumbling you felt last 
Monday night was not an earthquake; 
it was caused by the late Oscar Wilde 
rolling in his grave in far-away Pere- 
Lachaise. Tremors could be noticed as far 
west as the Comedy Theater, where 
Groves Quigley was presenting the latest 
dramatization of The Picture of Dorian 
Gray. 

There have been versistent rumors 
that the late Mr. Wilde was dramatist, 
but they evidently escaped the ears of 
Mr. Quigley and Mr. Jeron Criswell, who 
did this newest adaptation. If the 
rumors had been heard Messrs. Quigley 
and Criswell might have assumed that 
had there been a play in Dorian the 
author himself would have written it. 
Instead, they rushed ahead to join the 
ranks of the many who, in the years 
since the mauve decace, have sought to 
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put a playwright’s novel on the stage. 

Since the action of Dorian, to all in- 
tents and purposes, is entirely subjec- 
tive, it would seem reasonably impossible 
to turn the thing into a piay. Mr. 
Criswell has done little cr nothing to up- 
set that conclusion. He has religiously 
included every epigram that could pos- 
sibly be dragged in by the hair (tho 
most of them seem pretty bald by now), 
and he has roughly sketched a few high- 
lights of the melodramatic action. The 
result is a sort of drawing-room min- 
strel show (Dorian is the interlocuter 
and Lord Henry the ace end man), fol- 
lowed by a blood-and-thunder oleo. The 
story of the lad who stayed young in 
appearance while the physical results of 
his sins were visited upon his portrait 
emerges aS a quaint antique, to be 
Placed alongside the furniture of the 
amazing set tefore which it is played in 
its current incarnation. 

A cast which, if the program notes are 
to be believed, has not even the flimsy 
excuse of inexperience, memorized the 
epigrams valiantly if not always suc- 
cessfully. Oscar Stirling, as Lord Henry, 
was called upon to mouth most of 
them, a feat he performed without show- 
ing any of the embarrassment he most 
certainly must have felt. Robert Carlyle 
made a determinedly artistic Basil, Vera 
Hurst did what she could against over- 
whelming odds as Lady Gladys, and Les- 
lie King contributed a truly astounding 
character bit as Parker. 

As for the title role, it fell to a tall 
blond lad named David Windsor, who 
never seemed able to make up his mind 
whether he was playing Dorian or pre- 
paring to sing the Meditation from 
Thass. 

Strange things tock place at the thea- 
ter, even aside from those upon the 
stage. The stagehands’ union picketed 
the house, the first picketing that Local 
No. 1 has done in many years so far as 
this reporter can remember, and a 
candy butcher strode up and down the 
aisles. The pickets and the candy 
butcher lent a refreshing air of mas- 
culinity to the proceedings. It may 
have been July 20 everywhere else, but 
it was Midsummer Eve at the Comedy.

Night spots have developed a small select 
group of high-salaried entertainers who 
rarely play vaude or anything else, and 
among these are Endor and Farrell, 
Marion Chase, original Yacht Club Boys, 
Eddie Davis, Fiske O'Hara, Artnur 
Brown, Eve Symington. Only important 
night club entertainer to come to vaude 
recently has been Cass Dailey, a night 
spot product. Most other successful 
night club talent stems from vaude. 


The night spot field has its good 
comedy talent, but it’s usually too so- 
phisticated and ultra-smart for family 
audiences in theaters. Some of the great- 
est night spot comedians can never play 
vaude because their style and material 
are attuned to sophisticated night spot 
audiences. And if they cleaned up their 
stuff for vaude they would no longer 
be amusing. 


Another angle is salary. *The better 
night spots play vaude turns, but pay 
much below standards set by the major 
vaude houses, claiming the hours are 
less and doubling is permissible... The 
only night spots playing brand-new tal- 
ent are the side-street hideaways, which 
can't pay real money and which have to 
take a chance on new acts in the hope 
that they might click. These spots can't 
afford to book attractions and have to 
depend on a lucky break with one of 
their own acts. The Yacht Club and 
Jackson, Irving and Reeve are a good 
example of this situation. 


An odd angle to the salary situation 
is that there are a few vaude acts which 


often make a bigger salary in night 
spots than in vaude. Reported among 
them are the Hartmans, Paul Draper 


and Edgar Bergen. These acts are more 
valuable, it seems, in an intimate night 
club than in a theater. 

The hotel’dining spots develop prac- 
tically no new talent at all, says Pier- 
mont. They usually use a band, a ball- 
room team and a singer or a dancer. The 
ballroom teams are usually from vaude. 
The hotel spots avoid booking new tal- 
ent, preferring standard talent all the 
time. 

Paul Gerrits, at the St. Regis Hotel, 
is the latest vaude performer, inciden- 
tally, to develop into a night-spot at- 
traction. 

Altho most night club acts are too 
familiar to vaude audiences to rate re- 
peating, the Loew office has found it 
profitable to take a newspaper columnist 
and put him on the stage with a flock 
of night club acts. In vaude a night 
club revue often draws business, whereas 
the individual acts won't mean a thing.

The badminton games which clicked 
at this house some months ago have 
been brought back this week as a fea- 
ture of the stage show, with the same 
two players, George F. (Jess) Willard 
and Bill Hurley, socking the feathered 
dingbat across the net. Games are ideal 
for a stage the size of the Roxy’s and 
the customers go for them in a big way. 
Jack Megley again introduces the con- 
testants and also describes the game 
briefly. At showing caught Willard won 
(as usual). 

Despite the excellence of the regular 
acts on the bill, the biggest sock of the 
show was delivered by (hold your 
breath) the week’s amateur air winner. 
He’s a colored boy who is blessed with 
the distinguished cognomen of Wood- 
row Wilson, but he taps out his 14 
points with his feet. Appearing in a 
bright costume which does nothing to 
damage his amateur standing, he does 
an excellent tap session and caps the 
climax by putting on a pair of roller 
skates and performing difficult tap 
feats on them. It’s really a sensation. 
The lad also has an excellent stage per- 
sonality and he seems certain to hit 
pro showbiz with little or no trouble. 

Only three regular acts on the bill, 
headed by the Gaudsmith Brothers with 
their grand pooch and acro turn. It’s 
tops in its class, with the French poodles 
giving an impression of acting rather 
than of carrying out a routine. The 
Robbins Trio opens the show with some 
smooth and_ excellent  roller-skating 
work, the two men and the girl appear- 
ing solo and in various combinations. 
Dawn O'Day, from night spots, comes on 
for a nice tap session and later leads the 
Gae Foster Girls, house troupe, with a 
song and dance. 

The Foster kids do their usual stint 
of three numbers, scoring nicely on all 
of them, as is their wont. They close 
the show after the badminton game 
with an individual stair-tap routine 
done in very nice looking velvet bath- 
ing suits. Fortunately the only water 
on the set is that which is lighted on 
the drop. 

Freddy Mack leads the pit boys and 
emsees in his usual pleasant manner. 
The picture is Joe E. Brown in Earth- 
worm Tractors (First National), and the 
house was only fair the first show 
cpening day. EUGENE BURR. 


Metropolitan, Boston 


(Reviewed Friday Afternoon, July 24) 
(First Show) 

A 60-minute flesh show full of variety 
entertainmcnt that spells socko is the 
current Metropolitan fare. 

The Three Deweys open the till with 
some high-class juggling and a ktom- 
bardment of pins and hats. Maneuvers 
by girl and two lads team better than 
ordinary for a good hand, 

Paul Duke, sleight-of-hand artist, 
keeps the audience on edge with card 
tricks and his incessant cigaret-pulling 
gag, taking them out of space. Stuffs 
two black kerchiefs in mouth, pockets 
an orange one and pulls*the triumvirate 
out of his mouth plus more lighted cigs. 
Winds up bit with the appearance of a 
cig in a holder and a Sherlock Holmes 
pipe steaming like an engine. His re- 
ward is plenty of applause. 

Carter and Holmes,’ well-dressed 
comics, are next. Carter opens with a 
tri-dextrous feat of playing a mouth 
organ and a uke while tapping sut some 
clean-cut sieps. Pair team up for bur- 
lesque on a marathan dance team, a 
modern wrestling match and other bits 
of buffoonery which get the epidermal 
slappings. 

The Balabanow Five, a brother and 
four sisters, open in gay costume, play- 
ing accordions. Quint breaks up into 
unit of three, with two sisters doing 
peachy vocals. One sis does some fancy 
acro work. Group then comes out play- 
ing smallest piano accordions ever made. 
Same sis comes back for a difficult acro 
routine while playing the pleated piano. 
Tremendous hand. 

Gracie Barrie, CBS warbler, comes on 
next with four numbers, Is It True What 
They Say About Dizie?, These Foolish 
Things Remind Me of You, I’ve Gotta 
Get Hot and There’s a Small Hotel, the 
encore. I’ve Gotta, the number she in- 
troduced in George White’s Scandals, 
done boop-a-doop style goes over socko 
for best hand of show. 

Show closes with Charles Withers’ 
Op’ry—a riot from start to end. Uses 
hick band; silent flicker, Hilda, the 
Blacksmiti’s Daughter, with gag come 
mentary by Withers, and burlesque on 


Romeo and Jule-et, Laps of Time and 
other good bits.

At- 
tired as gobs, they did a routine using 
mops before a boat deck drop and were 
joined by Dorothy Dickson for some solo 
tapping and closed with a lobsterscope 
effect. 

The Briants deuced. This old-time 
standard pantomime act was an easy 
hit with its comedy and gyraiions and 
took a good hand. Vivian della Chiesa, 
local radio soprano, stepped before the 
travelers and effectively sang the Jewel 
Sony from Faust and You are Free with 
the aid of the microphone and the good 
old public-address system. Nice hand, 

The Evans Girls returned and did a 
mechanical coll routine as a prelude to 
Schictl’s Wonderettes, a brilliant mari- 
onette show that was a production in 
itself. The figures changed irom eggs 
to dragons; from colored mammies to 
automobdiles and from snowmen to croco- 
diles. An ingenious offering that moved 
along at a rapid pace and was always 
interesting. 

Hal Sherman held the next spot and 
confined himself to the thing he does 
best, eccentric dancing. After doing two 
routines and his funny sliding step he 
burlesqued the fan dance, rumba, 
Truckin’ and some Russian steps and 
drew a good hand.

Seems that Benny Davis’ new faces 
show up bigger and better each time and 
his new Star Dust Revue is easily the 
best yet. Sizing it up from every angle 
his 10 per centers should figure up nicely 
in the coming years and judging from 
the enthusiasm on part of the patrons, 
the marquee bulbs are due for some new 
spelling arrangements, 

Davis has on tap 11 turns, 8 singles, 2 
threesomes and a sepia coupling. All 
show a nice stage personality with talent 
on full force. Every bit was sockaroo and 
had to beg off. And while he doesn’t hog 
the lights, Davis’ showmanship and direc- 
tion is in evidence thrnuout. 

Layout runs well over an hour and 
opens with the entire company on full. 
Pit band sits vp on the stage with tables 
flanking the front to create a nighterie 
atmosphere. After a unison chorus on To 
Be or Not To Be, a Star, Benny Davis 
comes on to intro the talent. Alice Miller, 
petite and pretty, starts the ball rolling 
with some smooth tap terperies and Tony 
Angelo follows with a set of pops in top 
tenor trimmings. Lad is there on the 
piping, but needs brushing up on mike 
delivery. Catherine Harris puts her 
tootsies to work next for a sock tap on 
her toes. 

Only instrumental turn on the bill is 
filled by Rossmond. A white satin gown 
offsetting her striking Latin features, gal 
knows how to coax music out of the ac- 
cordion. Should cut the feeble attempt 
to sing and stick to the saueeze box. 
Gertrude Briefer {ills the spot reserved 
for a Marjorie Palmer with an admirable 
acro-control dance that has plenty sweet 
spins on the finish. Dave Dawson gets 
a hearty response for the usual round of 
mimicry. Vera Niva, who has been heard 
quite a bit in local night spots, dons 
the Russian outfit and turns out some 
first-rate warbling. Never short on sell- 
ing songs, her forte is in Russian folk 
ditties. Is It True What They Say About 
Dirie hardly fits a Slavic setting Don 
Hocton next grabs his share with lariat 
tossing and twirlings with a band baton. 

The three teams rate as the top- 
notchers of the unit. The Manhattanites, 
gal and two boys, are sock harmonizers 
with novelty frills in their arrance- 
ments. Femme member, a cute blonc?, 
shows a flair for comedy that bears 
cultivation. The Three Wiles, males, of- 
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fer hoofing specialties having a distinct 
Continental flavor. Their parrotry en- 
nances the style to stamp the three- 
some as outstanding. Well-routined bits 
and show more on the ball than the 
capable pedal extremities 

The extra added attraction role goes 
to Chick and Chicklet, colored kids who 
let their feet run away with themselves. 
Following the fashion of Pops and Louie, 
one short the other tall, the youngsters 
have ell that Harlem mania naiveness 
to gain them laurels in that class. 

Davis does his bit with a medley of 
the pops that has earned him fat ASCAP 
checks and introduces his latest Tin Pan 
effort, I’m Grateful to You. Caught at 
the second show in the afternoon, house 
was only half full, but the hand noise 
expressing satisfaction couldn't sound 
louder if they were swinging from the 
rafters

If things keep up this way here a 
stock review might be put in use, using 
a flock of rave adjectives, only changes 
being made being those involving the 
names of the orchestra and supporting 
acts. This current show, with Red 
Nichols and Loretta Lee, is another in 
the long session of strong band units 
the house has had, with the socks com- 
ing one after another. 

Working with a slightly larger band 
than the average groups booked for the 
Paramount, Nichols is a pleasant sur- 
prise. Band has a swell basic rhythm, 
does its numbers with a good mixture 
of variety and, in the hotter numbers, 
goes to town with the best of ‘em.

All was not well at the opening show 
of the NBC Radio Jamboree in its break- 
in date at the Stanley. Were it not for 
two standard vaude acts added to the 
unit here the stage show would have 
been a sad affair. Apparently little 
trouble was taken in shaping the show 
during its practice stage. Jimmy Wal- 
lington, acting as emsee, seemed to have 
a bad case of stage fright. He is far 
more effective on the air. 

House orchestra opens on stage. Tom- 
my Trent, one of the added acts, opens 
the bill with a puppet act that won 
great favor with the customers. While 
offering the usual husband-and-wife 
characters and chatter, it was handled 
in swell session. A show-stop was his 
torso-shaking puppet doing a Truckin’ 
dance. Enough to give any show a fly- 
ing start. 

Billy Gilbert, the first of the unit acts, 
follows with his familiar but amusing 
chatter and fiddling. During his open- 
ing gags he proves himself a Yiddish 
Henry Armetta. Offers on the violin 
Turkey on the Straw as played by dif- 
ferent nationalities; a talking version of 
Jack and Jill and returns for a fine de- 
livery of Indian Love Song. Three bows. 

Wallington on next with an offering 
of his own. Gives a glowing account of 
Fddie Cantor as a man and hands their 
coming fall program a free plug. Uses 
poor judgment in telling the audience 
that his poor singing has made an an- 
nouncer out of him and immediately 
follows with the song Am I Gonna Hare 
Trouble With You? It convinced the 
house that he should leave singing alone. 

The Pickens Sisters follow with an 
original miniature review of their own 
which promises to become the best 
thing in the show. Outfitted in fresh 
and attractive gowns and boasting of 
fetching stage appearances, the girls de- 
part from the usual song-trio routines 
and score with welcome variety enter- 
tainment. Helen emsees the concoction, 
Patti doubles in a cute tap number and 
Jane lets go some high notes. Open 
with I’d Rather Lead a Band, followed 
by Patti’s dance. Jane next singing No 
Regrets. Their final two numbers are 
their best: a hilarious impression of 
three operatic singers at a concert and 
their well-known Louisiana Hayride, 
Four bows. 


Honeyboy and Sassafras (Fields and 


Welch, respectively), black-face comic 
duo, are next-to-closing. The boys are 
capable of putting over a gag but are 
badly in need of some fresh material. 
Some yodeling by Sassafras and Honey- 
boy’s devilish guitar strumming and 
moving-train imitations on his hare 
monica help gather a good hand. 


Sylvia Manon and Company, the clos- 
ing turn and one of the best adagio 
acts seen here in a long time, score a 
solid hit with their amazing work.

Chic York and Rose King, with True 
York and the Trado Twins, present a 
laughfest at the Empire, Glasgow, where 
another successful entry is Freddie Mor- 
gan and Wally Hadley, expert banjoists. 

Lois and Jeanne Sterner, a peach of a 
dance act and plenty versatile, are lav- 
ishly applauded at the Theater Royal, 
Dublin, where Borrah Minevitch and 
his Harmonica Rascals headline with 
their usual success. 

Harris and Howell, colored comedians, 
and Harris Twins and Loretta, with an 
ace dance offering, are the chief hits 
at Manchester Palace. 

Blackpool, a favorite show spot for 
American acts, has Jack Starr, with an 
amazing dance originality, and the 
Monroe Brothers, comedy trampolinists, 
as welcome attractions and big hits at 
the Palace. The Four Franks, hitting 
as solidly as ever, and Rosemary Deering, 
who dances delightfully, are on view at 
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RADIO CITY MUSIC HALL, N. Y.—Held Over 
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the Opera House. Will Mahoney and his 
unit, including Evie Hayes, cute song- 
stress, are in their third successful week 
at the Grand. 


GB-MGM-FOX—— 


(Continued from page 3) 


Fox will have equal representation in 
the holding company, each owning about 
20 per cent of the stock. The residual 
60 per cent will be controlled by Isadore 
and Mark Ostrer, president and chair- 
man of GB, together with the British 
public, which will be given opportunity 
to purchase enough shares to guarantee 
this arrangement. In order to bring 
about the equitable distribution between 
Fox and MGM, the former will sell to 
MGM half of its Metropolis and Bradford 
stock, comprising 49 per cent of the 
total held by that company. 


The new setup, informally agreed up- 
on, is subject to the approval of the vari- 
ous boards of directors involved and is 
expected to be officially okehed within 
a few weeks. 


Both Nicholas and Joseph M. Schenck 
characterized the negotiations as a “good 
business deal,” one of the significant 
causes of the satisfaction being the fact 
that the quota picture problem is solved. 
Under present English laws, American 
producers must make one picture in 
England for about every five or six pro- 
duced here and exhibited in England. 
In the past these English-made films 
were produced as cheaply as possible 
with no other motive than that of con- 
forming with the law. Under the new 
conditions Fox and MGM as part owners 
of GB will use the latter’s studios and 
distributing organization to make and 
distribute films comparable to Holly- 
wood product. 


Other salient points are: (1) That Gau- 
mont-British will have the benefit of 
distribution of its pictures in the 
United States and the world thru MGM 
and Fox on specially favorable terms, 
thus greatly reducing the cost of dis- 
tribution and increasing the efficiency 
and gross income; (2) in Great Britain 
GB, MGM and Fox will combine their 
selling organizations, thus effecting 
economy in distribution of the three 
products. The producing department of 
GB will be able to avail itself of the 
co-operation of the entire technical de- 
partment of both MGM and Fox. 

Complete details have not yet been 
agreed upon, but in the opinion of the 
interested parties the mutual benefits 
that should result from this three-cor- 
nered co-operation can hardly be over- 
estimated.

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How Two Vaude Performers 


Made Good on the Radio 


Example of careful conquest of radio by non-name acts 
—pick smaller station—change name—build up air 
following and clean up with personal appearances 


& 
NEW YORK, July 25.—With the decline of vaude, most standard acts turned 


to night spots or radio, with radio the toughest of the two to crack. 


For that 


reason alone the following story of how a couple of vaude performers made good 


in radio shoula interest vaude people. 


When Mary Grace, a Publix house organist, 


found herself out of job because organists were no longer in vogue a year ago, 
she joined Jock McLane, a Scotch singer-musician, and both made careful plans 


to crash radio. 
and went to Schenectady, N. Y., where 
they asked Station WGY for a spot. 
Their only radio experience was the few 
broadcasts they made from vaude stages, 


Like many other vaude performers, 
they found radio a new experience which 
demanded a new technique and outlook. 
They discovered that radio meant harder 
work than vaude. Radio demanded care- 
ful preparation of scripts, rehearsing a 
voluminous number of songs, answering 
terrific fan mail and making frequent 
personal appearances. The dough was 
in the perscnal appearances, as most 
radio sustaining programs did not pay 
enough. Commercials were welcome, of 
course, but when no commercials were 
evailable, that was okKeh, too, as it en- 
abled them to move freely in accepting 
personal appearance datés. 

Instead of only theaters, as before, the 
personal appearances would be made in 
school auditoriums, fairs, dance halls and 
clubrooms as_ well. Instead of the 
usual 10-minute vaude act, they had to 
do at least 30 minutes, and, when they 
constituted the entire show, as much as 
an hourand a half. And then, of course, 
the usual crowd of handshakers and 
autograph seekers, 

Some of the bookings came thru the 
station’s artists’ bureau and some direct 
from clubs and theater managers. Under 
an arrangement permitting radio plug- 
ging of outside dates two weeks in ad- 
vance, the artists’ bureau received the 
privilege of commissions on all outside 
dates, whether booked direct by the 
altists or not. 


Heavy mail and continual requests for 
autographed photos are headaches not 
present in vaude, but very important in 
radio. McLane and Grace answer the 
more urgent letters with suggestions 
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They figured the New York and Chicazo stations were overcrowded 


that listeners buy certain song sheets 
which include their autographed photo 
on the front cover. This boosts music 
sheet sales and makes the music pub- 
lishers happy, and at the same time 
publicizes and saves dough for the radio 
artists. 

Another angle is name and approach. 
Intimacy is important on the radio and 
it is often wise to assume a friendly 
name and utilize a delivery suggesting 
neighborliness. McLane and Grace, for 
example, changed their billing to Grace 
and Scotty and intersperse songs and 
music with intimate chatter. 

Catchlines are just as important in 
radio as they were in vaude. Listeners- 
in often identify their favorites by 
catchlines just as old vaude stars had 
favorite gags, songs and gestures. 

Radio is okeh, but it’s good to be pre- 
pared for a vaude revival, if and when. 
Miss Grace, for instance, prefers not to 
forget her organ technique, even tho she 
doesn’t need it for radio. She practices 
regularly on an abandoned theater 
organ, just in case.

NEW YORK, July 25.—Arren and 
Broderick, recently in Carroll's Sketch 
Book, booked by Miles Ingalls for a spot 
in London musical show, opening Sep- 
tember 15. Team now vacationing at 
Unicon Lake, Mich. 


Vaude in Jamaica 


NEW YORK, July 25.—Nat Abramson 
is sending acts down to Jamaica, West 
Indies, booking them into the Palace 
Theater there. One show nightly, weekly 
change. Acts usually double into the 
Glass Bucket night club, same city. 


“San Francisco” Gets Okeh 


SAN FRANCISCO, July 25.—With as- 
surances from City Attorney John J. 
O'Toole that the old ordinance which 
prohibits showing of 1906 San Francisco 
earthquake and fire pictures here is just 
a myth and that the flicker could run 
unhampered, MGM's San _ Francisco 
moved into the St. Francis Theater here 
Thursday for an indefinite run after 
three weeks at the Paramount Theater, 
where it did a land-office business total- 
ing more than $75,000. 

Beef came from Supervisors Adolph 
Uhl and Warren Shannon, who tried to 
stop showing of the film, declaring that 
it would scare tourists away from town, 
especially during the 1939 Golaen Gate 
International Exposition. Efforts were 
also made to have MGM minimize the 
earthquake scencs but didn't get over. 


Sherman Leading 


Indies; 10 Spots 


NEW YORK, July 25.—Eddie Sherman, 
booking 10 houses, is leading indie book- 
er in town this summer.

Ho-Ho Casino, Brighton 
Beach, N. Y. 


On the'site of the famous old Reisen- 
weber’s, the Lanzner brothers have 
opened this new spot. It’s right on the 
Boardwalk and just by the subway to 
Manhattan. 

Remodeled and redecorated, it is a 
very attractive and spacious club. Plenty 
of room, good sea view, a beautifully 
lighted cocktail bar and good service. 
Opened a couple os weeks ago with Harold 
Stern and orchestra and then added a 
floor show last week. New policy seems 
just right and should do much to put 
the spot over. Prices are modest, dinner 
being as low as $1.25 and only 50-cent 
minimum for supper. 

Floor show, produced by George Libby, 
is flashy and tuneful. Basis is the en- 
semble of 12 good lookers who parade in 
revealing costumes in several colorful 
numbers and also do interesting dance 
steps and formations. Shapely Inez Car- 
men steps out to do a toe tap in tne finale, 
a snappy military and drum number. 

Show’s title, Pooh Pooh Paree, is car- 
ried out with a Famous Women in His- 
tory number in which the gals parade 
and the emsee, Henry Berman, makes 
spicy remarks. Berman does a bit of 
singing, but doesn’t distinguish himself 
particularly. Dance team featured is 
Alice Glover and Walter LaMae, a nice- 
looking pair who are easily above average. 
Did four numbers, the flashiest being a 
snappy Cuban dance. Excel in exhibition 
lifts and spins and in ballet movements. 

Three Racketcheers (Pete Clifford, 
Steve Murray and Lou Martini) are 
standouts with their loud and amusing 
comedy ditties and knockabouts. Sing 
spicy songs and maul each other while 
cracking gags. An old technioue. but 
these boys do it exceptionally well. Went 
over big. 

The Stern Orchestra supplies good 
dance music, being versatile and offering 
several styles. Henry Horowitz does the 
pop arrangements, Al DiCrtega the clas- 
sic stuff, Charles Hoff the tangos and 
rumbas, and still another arranger the 
concert numbers. Stern himself leads 
and does an occasional session at the 
violin. The 13 men are all good musi- 
cians, with Tommy Gott, first trumpet, 
and Maxmilian Rose, concert violin, out- 
standing. Al Sanders, violin, leads the 
band for the floor show. 

Band carries two vocalists. Henny 
Sherman, a cute little brunet, is a very 
appealing rhythm singer, while Bill 
Smith reveals a rich baritone. Band 
broadcasts over Mutual from here and 


also does a WOR commercial Sunday 
mornings.

New Larchmont Casino, 
Larchmont, N. Y. 


This spot opened for this season while 
still somewhat unfinished structurally, 
part of the inner decorations and various 
other minor items missing.

Prices are 
average for such spots. 

Entertainment item is Jimmie Lunce- 
ford and his orchestra, and all the fa- 
vorable adjectives can be trotted out and 
used without reserve.

Lunceford has a darn sight more than 
a straight dance band.

“Traveler’s Track” 
(Skowhegan) 

Philo Higley’s Traveler’s Track, which 
opened here Monday (20), has aptly 
been termed a “saga of the highways,” 
the scenes being laid in the Southwest 
and West and the action starting at a 
share-the-expense traveler’s depot. Here 
Daisy, middle-aged and married, meets 
Ernie, 19, who joins her on an automo- 
bile trip to Los Angeles. Falling quickly 
in love, Ernie suggests a brief holiday 
en route and they stop at a Mexican 
border town. Luck at horse races turns 
to bad luck and Ernie robs a fellow hotel 
guest in order to continue with Daisy, 
who is unaware of the turn of events. 
In Los Angeles Daisy breaks with her 
husband and Ernie comes to her apart- 
ment filled with plans for their going 
away. Arrival of police to arrest him 
for murder prevents their setting off 
again and leaves Daisy stranded but sin- 
cere in her devotion for Ernie. 

Traveler's Track suffers because the 


two principal characters carry too much 
of the burden of the play. Boyd Craw- 
ford was too inexperienced with a long 
part—65 sides—to sustain his end, and 
Jessie Royce Landis, endeavoring to help 
him, was unable to do justice to her own 
role. The play is slightly long, too con- 
versational and needs condensation and 
some overhauling. The idea is good and 
the characters believable. 

Traveler’s Track is directed by Melville 
Burke, with scenic designs by Charles 
Perkins. In addition to Miss Landis and 
Crawford, who carry the leading roles, 
the cast is composed of Ben Lackland, 
Grant Mills, Jessamine Newcombe, John

“Seen But Not Heard” 


(Locust Valley) 


Seen But Not. Heard, by Marie 
Baumer and Martin Berkley, might be 
referred to as one of the best plays in 
the summer crop. Such a statement 
might damn it with faint praise, but 
the writing and plot are above the %ver- 
age and perhaps when it is thoroly re- 
written it will possess the qualities 
necessary for a Broadway success. 


It is the story of the Winthrop family 
of New England, gathered together to 
bury the sister of the three Winthrop 
brothers. It is Christmas and the 
youngsters involved unwittingly use one 
of their toys to bring about a confession 
of murder, promote another death and 
then succeed in protecting the good 
name of the Winthrops. Being a mys- 
tery, it would be unfair to tell the 
reader much more of the plot. 


However, the combination of children 
and adults in a play is always a delicate 
and ticklish business. In this case the 
play is serious for the most part, with a 
well-motivated background; and the 
natural humor and comedy of pithy 
statements from the mouths of babes 
tends to throw the play out of joint, 
turning drama into light comedy at the 
wrong moments, 


The breakdown of John Clyde, who 
has just lost his wife, is something that 
happens too abruptly to approach full 
dramatic significance and suspense. 
Time ard again a serious mood is broken 
by what was obviously intended to be 
comedy relief on the part of the kids. 
One feels that the natural spontaneity 
of children on the stage should supply 
sufficient buoyancy without the aid of 
too many pat lines. 


Arthur Sircom’s direction, which was 
stiff and ponderous, hindered rather 
than helped the action. Frankie Thomas 
Jr., Anne Boxter and Raymond Roe as 
the three children perform competently 
and with the usual ingratiating quali- 
ties of young players. 

Young Thomas, unfortunatciy, seems 
to have become addicted to mannerisms 
and studied carelessness, much to this 
reviewer’s chagrin. Roe might be re- 
ferred to as un Jamboneau, to say the 
least. Little Miss Baxter brings a sin- 
cerity, an honesty, a really new and 
promising talent to the role of Elisabeth 
Winthrop. 

In the adult diwision King Calder, as 
John Clyde, gave a fine, intelligent per- 
formance that was spoiled only by the 
staccato motivation supplied to him in 
the script. And Muriel Brassler, as the 
fiancee of the younger Winthrop brother, 
is a pleasant looking young lady, very 
much at home on the stage, playing in 
a calm, intelligent and wholly captivat- 
ing manner. She is a welcome addition 
to the sparse ranks of capable young 
leading ladies. 

Ernest Woodward, as the Rev. Clifford 
Winthrop, and Leo Kennedy, as the 
Sheriff, also turned in competent, thoro- 
ly professional performances. And as 
usual John Root’s set was admirable. 

Seen But Not Heard has much in its 
favor. One feels that when it is re- 
written and partially recast D. A. Doran 
may have a successful play on his hands.

EVERAL days ago a man famous as a comedian in burlesque’s heyday called 

on us. He is no longer a young man but by no means too old to be thinking 

of new fields to conauer. Nature's endowment of a fine constitution and 
clean living have brought him to the threshold of old age in vigorous health and 
fine spirits. He discussed with us several of the ideas he had in mind for the 
more pleasant passing of his time and possible profit. We suggested another try 
at burlesque. His anger rose with the speed of a colonel of the old South at a 
spoken insult to a lady. “I would rather dig ditches for the WPA than do that,” 
he said after his anger subsided sufficiently to permit him to speak. 

‘ 


Our good friend's offense is, of course, understandable. Of itseif it is not 
important. It is common knowledge that most of the burlesque stars of other 
days who are stjll alive and kicking feel as alien to the burlesque field of today 
as Sousa must have felt to German street bands. Yet this attitude points the 
way to a trend of thought that might mean bags of coin of the realm to those 
who follow its implications. Burlesque is clinging shamefully to the lower 
rungs of the amusement industry’s ladder. ts status in the society of show 
business is lowly but its pockets, unlike those of branches enjoying greater 
esteem, are neither empty nor bulging with greenbacks. 


Fairly well heeled is burlesque, we would say. If burlesque can enjoy a fair 
degree of prosperity in its shadowy corner of the show business it stands to reason 
that real money can be made in this branch—for actors, producers and others— 
if something were done about cleaning, scrubbing and dressing it up in the 
clothes of respectability. 


* * * 


Burlesque has proved itself tc be hardier in the face of opposition and eco- 
nomic storms than its former brother industry, vaudeville. Despite its almost 
complete domination by sex and blunt smut, burlesque still retains color, warmth, 
intimacy and the priceless ingredient representing the blending of all of these— 
mass appeal. Stripped of its sex emphasis and smut, which are nothing more 
than substitutes for the comedy that made old-time burlesque a mine of gold 
for smart showmen, and augmented by the contributions of writing and staging 
talent, burlesque can take the comeback trail with a vigor that will defy all 
opposition. 


True, comedy material is a precious commodity these days. Radio makes 
great demands on comedy writers; the screen gobbles up as much laugh material 
as it can lay its hands on, and revues are constantly striving to obtain the best 
that the market can produce. But this should not discourage those who see in 
burlesque a field for enterprising effort. The screen and radio need greater 
gag doses than burlesque because of the ephemeral nature of their service to the 
entertainment consumer. The screen and air are one-time factors. The best 
comedian on the air (don’t pin us down to naming names) must start thinking 
about his next program immediately after bowing off to his studio audience. The 
gags of today’s program are deader tomorrow than a flashlight without a battery. 
So is it to some extent with a film using comedy material. A certain company 
might refashion ‘ts old gags, dress hoary ones up in the latest Hollywood styles 
but this can be done only rarely and at the risk of a revolt at the box office. 
Burlesque has an advantege over the screen and air. A good piece of dialog, a 
punch scene and a neat twist in business can last an entire séason and even 
live over into several seasons provided they are kept on the move—from theater 
to theater and from town to town. ‘This can be dene without difficulty thru 
touring shows and well-managed circuits. 


* * * 


Burlesque can well afford, under proper conditions—to hire the best writing 
talent available. The constant use of material can serve to amortize, without 
conceivable injury to producers’ pocketbooks, large fees. Writers who can be 
made to see a new and lucrative field in burlesque will play along as they used 
to do in vaudeville. They will either accept lower fees as flat payments or exact 
their share of the booty via the royalty route. It can be done this way or that— 
but the important thing is that it can be done. 


Burlesque has improved considerably the last few seasons in its selection of 
line girls and principal women. The improvement has not been enough to be 
Noticeable to those who retain an impression of burlesque as a field that utilizes 
broken-down draft horses. Pretty, talented and girls that are not case-hardened 
can be recruited for burlesque if the field can offer them something more than 
Promotion to the stripping ranks. 


The highways and byways are choked with young, talented men with a comedy 
flair. These youths can no longer develop in the bush league of small time. Their 
only out is an amateur program with a purpose as sincere as that of a gold- 
brick salesman. We krow of several young men of great promise who started 
Climbing in the burlesque comedy ranks in recent years. A few have remained 
With hearts crushed and spirits broken. The rest have turned to more whole- 
some and more secure jobs in department stores and filling stations. Burlesque 
has no incentive for them. The scouts of Hollywood and Broadway come to bur- 
lesque performances see the voluptuous young ladies and walk out for fresh air 
When the comedy scenes are on. 


+ * 


There are enterprising, clean and far-seeing mangers in the burlesque field 
today. But not enough of them. They are overwhelmed, sat down on and 
influenced by the greedy. short-sichted and lecherous impresarios of the stripping, 
grinding and bumping school. Burlesque can be made to attract a better type 
of manager; a more promising type of comedian and girls with real possibilities. 


It is within the power of the Burlesque Artists’ Association and a new, re- 
Vitalized managers’ association to tear down the present structure down to the 
Tock bottom and build up again. It can be done. 


Burlesque has a place in the show business that even the dopes of its present 
hierarchy could not cespoil sufficientiy to make the situation hopeless. The other 
branches of the business need what a revitalized burlesque can give them. There 
is no possibility as great as a proving or training ground for material and talent. 


During the few remaining weeks left in the inventory-taking period of summer 
Some of the bright lights ought to start making plans. Their rewards will be 
great. They will not benefit alone. All of the show bysiness will. We eagerly 
await the revival. Millions of customers, now emptyi®g their purses elsewhere, 
are waiting, too. But while they are waiting they are 6pending—and burlesque 
4s It Should Be—ts the loser in the meantime. :

It is proposed that various taxes be dis- 
continued, the revenue lost to be made 
up by passing new levies on amusements. 
Petitions are being circulated regarding 
amendments to the present sales-tax law, 
and P. J. Wood, business manager of ITO 
of Ohio, has sent around a bulletin ask- 
ing all exhibs to oppose the signing of 
any such measure. 


Owing to the effects of the drought on 
business in Minneapolis and vicinity, 
Northwest Allied will next week hold a 
meeting to discuss measures for the 
coming season. Much of the business of 
the area is directly dependent on agri- 
cultural conditions. 


Allied of New Jersey, at a meeting 
held July 23 at the Berkeley Carteret in 
Asbury Park, discussed the New York 2 
per cent sales tax and the coming annual 
convention.

News of the Week 


According to Joseph M. Schenck, chair- 
man of 20th Century-Fox, and Isidore 
Ostrer, president of Gaumont-British, 
details of the new international setup 
will be completed in about five weeks, 
There is no contemplated change in the 
American staff of GB for this season at 
least. Amplifying previous reports of 
the probable effects of the deal, Arthur 
A. Lee, GB exec, said that the consolida- 
tion of the three organizations would 
have no effect on the distribution of GB 
product in Canada, where GB has a 
seven-year contract with Empire Films. 


Paramount's board of directors last 
week okehed the appointment of S. A. 
Lynch, formerly head of Southern Enter- 
prises, to head the company’s Florida 
houses under a_ five-year contract. 
Lynch's salary will be flexible in that 
it will be based on the earnings of the 
various theaters, about 20 in all, located 
in Miami, Miami Beach, Coral Gables 
and Cocoanut Grove. These theaters 
have been under the management of E, 
J. Sparks, whose contract with Para- 
mount makes no mention of the theaters 
turned over to Lynch. 

Before Lynch's retirement, some years 
ago, he created the Southern Enterprises 
chain which finally passed into Para- 
mount control. When Paramount went 
bankrupt Lynch entered the scene again, 
advising on new theater organization. 
The Para setup today is essentially his 
plan. For the last year he has been di- 
vorced from Paramount problems. 

One other interesting happening oc- 
curred at the Para meeting, namely, the 
resignation of R. E. Anderson, financial 
vice-president, who had been re-elected 
to the post some weeks ago. Hereafter 
there will be no such position, the busi- 
ness formerly falling to that office being 
diverted to that of Walter B. Cokell, 
Paramount treasurer. Formerly a vice- 
president of ERPI, Anderson will not re- 
turn there when he concludes his present 
work, which may take a month or so. 


Settlement of the contract difficulties 
between John E. Otterson and Para- 
mount is rumored to be very near. Ot- 
terson’s agreement still has four unex- 
pired years at $150,000 for the first year 
and $100,000 per annum for the three 
remaining years. “It is understood that 
Para has offered a settlement of a 
straight $50,000 per year for the entire 
four years. Representing Otterson are 
Schwartz & Frohlich, attorneys. 

Statistics on admission taxes during 
the month of June indicated that last 
month's were the peak figures thus far 
this year. $1,532,189 was taken in as 
compared with $1,211,288 for June, 1935. 
May of this year accounted for $1,318,- 
765. For the fiscal year ending June 
30, 1936, receipts were $17,112,175 as 
compared with $15,379,379 for 1935. The 
year’s low spot was reached in March, 
with a figure of $1,255,393. 

James M. Minter and W. A. Cassidy, 
each of whom owns houses in the De- 
troit area, are leading negotiations for 
the formation of a new buying and book- 
ing combination for State theaters, ex- 
cluding Detroit. It is estimated that 
about 40 theaters have already signed 
for membership in the organization, 
which will aim to strengthen buying and 
booking power of State indies. Exhibs 
from all over the State will meet in 
Flint very soon to complete the de- 
tails. 


Plans have been completed for the 
erection of two more theaters in the 
Chicago territory. A $160,000 playhouse 
is to be erected at Eighth avenue and 
Washington street, Gary, Ind., by V. U. 
Young, who controls several other houses 
in the same town. It will have a front 
elevation of structural glass and en- 
ameled metal and will seat 1,345. Work 
is expected to start about September 1. 

Ground will be broken shortly for 4 
600-seat theater in Homewood, IIl., to 
cost approximately $50,000. It will be 
erected by R. Levine & Company for 4 
syndicate as yet unnamed. 


The Harris Amusement Company, 0oPp- 
erating theaters in Western Pennsylvania, 
Ohio and Michigan, and Warners in the 
Pittsburgh territory are planning a thea- 
ter expansion campaign that is expected 
to reach its climax in the fall. Senator 
Frank Harris and John H. Harris, oper- 
ators of the Harris chain, acquired the 
Liberty Theater in Pittsburgh recently 
and have been looking over several thea- 
ters in the New York territory as possible 
additions. The Warner expansion is re- 
ported to be centered in the Wester

Trenton Gale Hits 
Walkathon; Kills 2 


TRENTON, N. J., July 25.—A severe 
wind and thunder storm killed two 
spectators and injured several, includ- 
ing contestants, shortly after 2 a.m. 
yesterday at a walkathon held under a 
tent just outside the Trenton State Fair- 
grounds in Hamilton Township. Poles 
and canvas were torn into by the freak 
twister, causing pandemonium as a 
crowd of a few hundred sought safety. 
One of the men killed resided here, the 
other lived in Allentown, Pa. Seriously 
injured were Josh Kitchens, promoter 
of the show (which opened Thursday), 
who suffered a broken right shoulder: 
Anthony Pandolpho, contestant, New 
York, leg and back bruises, and Frances 
Kline, contestant, Chester, Pa., nervous 
shock. Other participants injured were 
Peggy White, Irene Parker, Jack Kearns, 
Del Carlson and Mitzy Hamid. They 
were taken to the St. Francis and Mc- 
Kinley hospitals, but most of them were 
discharged after receiving treatment. 

Kitchens, formerly of the Flying 
Kitchens, and Marcus A. Rubin, an 
affiliate, were absolved from blame by 
Prosecutor Erwin E. Marshall of Mercer 
County, who described the tragedy as “an 
act of nature.” He said the tent had 
been well constructed, properly erected 
in apparently in good condition. Only a 
few hours before the accident the top 
was filled with several thousand spec- 
tators. 

Mitzy Hamid, one of those injured, 
is not related to George A. Hamid, head 
of the company bearing his name and 
which is lessee of Trenton Fair. Walka- 
thon had been scheduled for the fair- 
grounds, but Mr. Hamid would not rent 
the property to the promoters. i

In answer to Charles S. Weller’s in- 
quiry about the word “gilly” in the 
Forum of July 25, I trust the following 
explanation will prove of some help, as 
“gilly” is and has been part of the Eng- 
lish language since 
early wagon-show 
days. It deserves 
a place in the dic- 
tionary, as it des- 
ignates the difer- 
ence between a 
farm wagon and a@ 
show wagon. Gilly wagon is a phrase 
Originating in the old wagon-snow days. 
A gilly wagon-was a wagon belonging to 
cr used by a farmer. In those days the 
word gilly was applied to any country- 
man or farmer, so a farmer’s wagon was 
called a gilly wagon. The term is in use 
today. 

Sometimes the wagons of the old over- 
land shows were so heavily loaded that 
in order to get thru mud or over a 
mountain, a farmer, with his team and 
wagon, was hired to haul part of the 
show. His wagon was called a gilly 
wagon. A zilly show is one tnat hires 
local teamsters to move all or part of the 
outfit from town to town.

Perry, John H. 
Murray’s Circus; James S. Robinson, 
with Murray, later with Howe & Cush- 
ing’s, then with the Great London Cir- 
cus and Sanger’s Royal British Menag- 
erie; Joseph Withers, in 1879 on Barnum 
show, its last season as a big one-ring 
show with a marvelous display of ani- 
mals in the menagerie. James S. Robin- 
son succeeded Withers as leader of the 
band the following year, I believe, and 
held the post until succession of the 
late Carl Clair. The last I remember of 
Withers, he had the band on William 
O’Dale Stevens’ Great Australian Circus 
for its short season in September, 1882. 
All of these directors had a library of 
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real circus music so seldom heard today 
under the big top. Old-time circus mu- 
sic was a pleasurable experience at all 
times—excerpts from the operas, the 
beautiful waltzes of Strauss, Waldtenfel 
and Gungl. Gallops, polkas, etc., were 
used for the various acts. I would have 
a fine band of 30 men at least were I 
manager of a sizable show, with a good 
cornet soloist and trombone soloist, fea- 
turing such in concert before the per- 
formance began. In the early ‘80s, Wil- 
liam L. Mareh was solo trombone and 
Jack Binns cornet virtuoso of the Bar- 
num Band under James S. Robinson’s 
leadership. What artists they were! 
Why not a return to such music? Then 
the after-show concert with real variety 
performers, both blackface and white- 
face acts. Why not a return to that 
type which made up the circus concert 
of the old days when people famous in 
Negro minstrelsy and variety used to 
troupe with circuses during the off sea- 
son of the theaters? 

Incidentally, I saw a performance of 
the WPA circus unit at Jamaica, L. L., 
and believe me, it was a splendid outfit 
of performers; no horse or pony acts, no 
riders, but what they give in a show 
composed of tumblers, contortionists, 
strong man and woman acts, trapeze, 
trained dogs and monkeys, bar acts, wire 
acts, bounding rope, an array of clowns 
and a big band, is real stuff. They fea- 
ture the famous Katie Sandwana, strong 
woman, the greatest artist in her line 
I have ever seen. Class written all over 
her. This also applies to the other per- 
formers, both men and women, on the 
show. The getup of this circus is a fine 
achievement of the WPA and apprecia- 
tive audiences such as at Jamaica prove 
the truth of this statement.

Iam informed that a show, cir- 
cus or otherwise that does not or cannot 
afford to carry teams and workingmen to 
load and unload the show and haul it to 
and from the lot, employs local labor, 
transfer and trucking firms to do this 
work. Such a show is spoken of as a gilly 
show or that the show is gillied. Another 
sense of the word is to indicate a towner. 
The definition of this word was given me 
by a friend who has been reared in show 
business, particularly the circus. Several 
years ago The Billboard published an 
article by Chalmers Lowell Pancoast 
which was a glossary of the language of 
the circus but, as I remember, the word 
gilly was not included. Also there has 
been considerable controversy over the 
definition of the word hokum. I am re- 
liably informed that the true sense of 
this word, as used in the show world, 
means, with reference to food, quarters, 
local merchandise, etc., that it is “rotten,” 
no good, without value, in other words. 
The writer wishes no controversy; he is 
simply replying to Mr. Weller’s letter as 
published with the hope that this reply 
may be of some value.

Later he and George Powers, cele- 
brated banjoist, joined and made their 
first appearance in the old Bowery 
Theater at a benefit for George Lingard, 
the tragedian. They made a big hit and 
were engaged for a run at Hooley’s Min- 
strels in Brooklyn. Carroll Johnson 
later joined Mackin & Willson’s San 
Francisco Minstrels at Broadway and 
28th street and with Francis Willson 
remained with this attraction for 12 
years. During this engagement Charles 
Backus, principal endman, was taken 
sick and Johnson was called upon to 
take his part, which he did, scoring an 
instantaneous success. After this John- 
son became associated with many lead- 
ing minstrel companies as endman, in- 
cluding Concross & Dixie Minstrels in 
Philadelphia; Jack Haverly’s Mastodon 
Minstrels, going to England with this 
company, where he scored heavily. In 
1886 he joined with Bob Slavin and 
Frank McNish, organizing McNish, John- 
son & Slavin’s Minstrels, opening the 
season in Erie, Pa. The writer was in 
that city at the time and mingled freely 
with the performers during the re- 
hearsals. This was a splendid show un- 
der direction of Billy Cleveland. Mr. 
Johnson was featured with the Lew 
Dockstader and Neil O’Brien shows later. 
He was considered a fine Irish delineator 
and was starred with Fairies’ Well, The 
Gossoon, Irish Statesman, etc. He was 
a charming singer, a graceful and genial 
gentleman. I saw him last in Proctor’s 
Theater, Troy, N. Y., in a single act, 
“The Evolution of Minstrelsy,” and after 
the show I enjoyed a visit with this 
great performer. Carroll Johnson died 
en May 1, 1917, and was buried in Ever- 
green Cemetery, Elizabeth, N. J.

example, the distressing cases of Mr. Lloyd Nolan, Mr. Joseph Spurin-Calleia, Mr. 
Edward G. Robinson, Miss Alice Brady, Mr. Humphrey Bogart and countless 
others who have become personality players despite the fact that they can also act. 

Thus, many of the “personality” players really have the technique which, 
according to its detractors, the screen fails to possess. The screen possesses acting 
technique in large quantities—but it fails to use it. It’s one thing for the little 
Trilbys to become personality players because of directors, press agents and 
gullible fans; it is another thing for actors and actresses to be forced to build 
personalities rather than performances, creating them thru the power of a technique 
which could create many other things besides. It is a pity to see Messrs. Nolan, 
Spurin-Calleia, Robinson and Bogart, for instance, saddled with interminable 
tough-boy roles when they could be just as colorful and just as warm in many 
other types of part. , 

Very few actors get a chance to expand, to use their talents to the full. 
Charles Laughton, one of the lucky ones, was just as colorful and warm in Ruggles 
of Red Gap as he was in Mutiny on the Bounty. It is only true acting technique 
that can bring real color and warmth to the chill medium of the cinema—and we 
must deplore the fact that because of the films’ insistence upon personalities it 
is not allowed to bring as wide a range of color and warmth as it otherwise could. 

That real warmth is the product of technique can be seen in the informative 
case of Miss Jean Arthur, who was extremely hard to take in her first film jobs, 
who came to Broadway and the stage, who learned how to act, and who now, back 
in Hollywood, is as warm and colorful an ingenue personality as you could find on 
the whole Gold Coast, 

In any case, the real warmth and color that are produced by the artistry of 
acting can easily be recognized when compared with the synthetic daubing and 
heating furnished by such carefully nurtured cinematic hothouse flowers as Miss 
Joan Crawford, Miss Bette Davis or Miss Alice Faye, 


As for Mr. Watts’ third question, it will be used here chiefly to clarify an 
opinion often expressed in this corner—an opinion which, your reporter suddenly 
realizes with some chagrin, is open to much misinterpretation. 
remarked here time and again that the so-called propaganda plays with which 
the stage has recently been burdened will fail to make a single convert to the 
causes which they advocate. It has been stated with some heat that no one not 
already convinced could conceivably find himself agreeing with these plays’ theses. 
That, however, does not mean that “propaganda” plays cannot convince; it simply 
means that the propaganda plays we have been offered are something less than 
persuasive. 

The stage and the films are among the most powerful propaganda forces in 
the world—but only when, in the individual work in question, a sense of balance 
is maintained. The customer, !n order to be convinced of the general thesis, 
must first be convinced of the reality (emotional reality, at any rate) of what 
he is seeing on the stage. To achieve such conviction is the work of any serious 
dramatist, and such conviction must be his first consideration: if he should fail 
to achieve it his work is valueless. A propagandist writing for the stage must be 
@ playwright first and only thereafter a propagandist. 

Unfortunately, most of our “propaganda” playwrights have put their propa- 
ganda first. They have been blatant and too obviously biased; they have cared 
little for the development of character, plot or general interest, just so long as 
their general theses found long-winded voice. As a result, even real conditions 
as they depict them seem forced and unreal, appearing to be simply stage props 
used to support the general theme. The average playgoer, not particularly 
sympathetic to the playwright’s general aim and knowing nothing of the con- 
ditions which he seeks to depict, is apt to look on the whole thing as a case of 
special pleading. He is apt to resent it, with the net result that, on emerging 
from the theater, he is not only not convinced but actively antagonistic. 

This corner, in claiming that our propaganda plays, judged by and large, 
have failed to further their own causes, has simply said that our propaganda plays 
were bad plays. In arguing for less blatant, less fanatical, less obviously one- 
sided stage theses this corner has been arguing not only for good plays but also 
for effective propaganda,

In Machinery Hall at the Iowa State 
Fair in August, 1933, standing alongside 
the Two-Hemisphere Band Chariot, 
6,000 people signed a petition to owners 
and managers of circuses for the return 
of the circus parade. 

It remained for Jess Adkins, Zack Ter- 
rell and Clyde Beatty, with their exec- 
utive staff, their performing artists, 
heads of departments, drivers, stake and 
chain gang, in fact, every man and beast 
on Cole Bros.-Clyde Beatty Circus, to give 
their contributing answer to that peti- 
tion by parading 11 miles along the 
streets of Des Moines July 10 in a blaz- 
ing sun, with a temperature registering 
107 degrees. 

Heading that parade was the greatly 
revered Two-Hemisphere Band Wagon, 
drawn by eight dapple-gray horses and 
loaded with Vic Robbins’ Band. This 
wagon is sacred in the memory of every 
circus man and Circus Fan thruout 
America. The flags were placed on the 
wagon that morning by an employee of 
Cole-Beatty who had ridden it in the 
Barnum & Bailey parade when drawn by 
40 horses thru the streets of New York 
City in 1903. 


It was estimated by the Public Safety 
Department of Des Moines that 60,000 
people lined the streets to witness the 
parade—when man and beast paid trib- 
ute to the Circus Fans of Iowa for their 
action in preserving for all time what 
that great showman, James A. Bailey, 
conceived and brought forth to the cir- 
cus-loving public—the Two-Hemisphere 
Band Wagon. P 

At the foot of Capitol Hill the parade 
was halted for one of three rest periods 
in the 1l-mile journey. Circus Fans, 
led by Dr. E. J. Butterfield, vice-chair- 
man of Iowa Ringling Top No. 1, carried

In the 
spring of 1935 the other wing of the 
bathhouse yielded to flames. Early this 
spring office building and picnic pa- 
vilion were destroyed by fire.

weather brews a happier mood and sends 
him hastening off to partake of the en- 


tertainment. 

From our own observation, this and in 
previous seasons, we are inclined to side 
with the theorists who debate that Mr. 
Showman must have suitabie weather 
to get a suitable response from the trade. 
In these days, when the showman must 
compete with the radio, the Instrument 
that dials the world into the living room, 
things are a little changed from a for- 
mer era when folks horse-and-buggied 
it for miles in a torrent of rain to see 
the circus. No matter how terrific the 
appeal, it must go hand in hand with 
good weather today. The radic accounts 
very strongly for that. 

During the past spring there were any 
number of first-class attractions offered 
around Long Island, ranging from auto 
Taces to outdoor dancing.

MACON, Ga., July 25.—Strict censor- 
ship of concession games, much in the 
manner of York, Pa.; Raleigh, N. C.; 
Rutland, Vt., and other fairs, will be in 
effect this year for the first time in 
history of Georgia State Fair and Expo- 
sition, Secretary-Manager E. Ross Jordan 
declared. 

In annual application to city council 
for use of Central City Park as fair- 
grounds the fair association, thru Presi- 
dent Ed G. Jacobs and Mr. Jordan, 
stated that “unusual vigilance” will be 
maintained to keep “illegitimate conces- 
sions” from the grounds. One official 
of the association will be delegated to 
censor all concessions. Controlled de- 
vices and use of sticks will be expressly 
prohibited. 

Last year the fair had one of its most 
successful years, but there were several 
complaints on the independent midway. 
In new concession contracts the fair as- 
sociation is given the right to eject con- 
cession operators who do not abide by 
new rules and regulations and ejected 
operators have no recourse on the asso- 
ciation. Mr. Jordan said the advance 
sale of space to date has been largest in 
history.

Canadian Defends 
Exhibition Midways 


FREDERICTON, N. B., July 25.—At the 
16th annual convention of the Canadian 
Society of Technical Agriculturists here 
one of the major topics was fairs and 
exhibitions, end G. W. Frost, secretary- 
treasurer-manager of St. John (N. B.) 
Exhibition Association, declared em- 
phatically that unless fairs are allowed 
to have amusements, such as midways, 
shows and concession games, as drawing 
cards for the public, dominion and 
provincial governments will have to 
greatly increase financial support to fairs. 

And as it is now, he said, tne govern- 
ments have been objecting to the com- 
paratively small money grants given each 
fair. Mr. Frost took a positive stand in 
favor of large midways, with side shows 
and games, considering these necessary 
to make fairs pay. He pointed out that 
a fair without a midway today would be 
the “drvest of the dry” and would not 
even attract people from farms, who are 
specifically interested in agriculture. 

L. C. McOuat, Montreal, general agri- 
cultural agent of the Canadian Pacific 
Railway, held that fair associations 
should concentrate on agriculture and 
allied lines. G. B. Rothwell, Ottawa, 
live-stock commissioner of Canada, said 
“undue stress on amusement angles might 
divert attention from the agricultural 
influence.” 

C. E. Bouldon, Truro, an agricultural 
representative of Nova Scotia, suggested 
a middle course, giving equal attention 
to amusements and agriculture. 

J. K. King, Fredericton, deputy minis- 
ter of agriculture of New Brunswick, 
commended work of smaller fairs as ag- 
ricultural education media and hinted 
that the provincial government was con- 
sidering extending more financial sup- 
port to such exhibitions. 


Dakota’s Oldest Has 30,000 


HAMILTCN, N. D., July 25.—Pembina 
County Fair, oldest in the State, had 
about 30,000 visitors at the 43d annual 
exposition last week. Farm exhibits 
were smallest in history because of 
drought, but live-stock displays were up, 
said Secretary Franklyn Page.

UCH already has been said in this 

pillar abovt the troubles between 

circus concessioners and trailers 
caused thru handling of a conflicting line 
of goods, such as balloons, novelties and 
souvenirs. Arguments have been voiced 
by both sides, but mostly by the trailers 
who feel that they are a benefit rather 
than a detriment to the circus. 

John J. Looney, of Brockton, Mass., 
now steps forth to admit that at times 
some trailers make themselves objection- 
able thru cutting prices and otherwise, 
but, in his opinion, the fair and square 
trailer is doing the circus a lot of good 
by stimulating business thru his com- 
petition with the circus concessioner and 
also by advertising the circus’ stay in @ 
town thru appearing on the streets with 
ballcons, novelties and other goods. 

Looney, who has been engaged in sell- 
ing souvenirs and novelties for many 
years at outdoor events, also as a con- 
cessioner on circuses and as a trailer, is 
strongly opposed to the gangster tactics 
used by some circus concessioners and 
countenanced by the owners thereof to 
discourage competition of the trailers, 
and unless these tactics cease he in- 
tends, with the assistance of other circus 
trailers, to combat same by seeking the 
co-operation of State and city executives. 


a Re 

“I agree with Charles Schatt, of Brook- 
lyn, on everything he said in his re- 
cently published letter,” Lconey writes us, 
“and believe that these circuses and con- 
cessioners have nothing to gain and 
much to lose by using gangster methods 
to discourage competition. As proof 
of this, during the season of 1934 in an 
Eastern city I personally witnessed a 
brutal slugging of two circus trailers by 
employees of a large railroad circus now 
off the road. One of these men, with 
whom I am acquainted, was beaten into 
unconsciousness and required hospital 
treatment. Reason for the slugging was 
that the men were selling a line of nov- 
elties like those of circus concessioners. 
Having evidence of previous threats and 
intimidation, these men compelled this 
circus to pay them for injuries sus- 
tained and merchandise destroyed by 
circus employees during the attack. 
Reading of the incident in the local 
newspaper, three circus fans, friends of 
mine who are residents of the city, wrote 
me for details and informed me that 
they would neither assist nor patronize 
this or any other circus tolerating such 
tactics, 

“In another large Eastern city, a few 
weeks after this happened, while selling 
novelties on the street on the day the 
same show played there, the assistant 
Manager, who was also legal adjuster 
and is now fixer on another Jarge rail- 
Toad show where he is said to have 
started sluggings, approached me and 
threatened to have employees of his 
show beat me to death if I triiled it 
another day. News of this and similar 
threats to other trailers reached the 
mayor of that city, who had granted us 
licenses to sell on the streets. He in- 
structed the local police to watch all 
Circus employees that day, and later he 
informed me that this show would find

’ Itself unwelcome if it made application 


to appear again during his adminis- 
tration.

“It is a question whether outside 
trailers reaily hurt the business of circus 
concessioners as much as some operators 
think. I have been on circuses as a 
concessioner and it seemed that in terri- 
tory closed to trailers there w very 
little concession business. Competition 
in this line always scemed to stimulate 
trade. It is true that at times trailers 
Make themselves objectionable by tres- 
Passing on show property and selling 
their wares au prices that inside con- 
cessioners ccnnot meet and make a 
Profit, but the high-powered fixers on 
the larger shows have enough means of 
aiscouraging these practices at their dis- 
posal without resorting to gangster tac- 
tics. I was recently informed by a show 
employee that his employer imports four 
Paid sluggers from New York (ex-pugs) 
to beat up trailers when playing territory 
Where they are numerous. 

“Several years ago the owner of a large 
Circus who was not hostile to trailers 
told me that trailers circulating thru 


the streets with balloons and novelties 
did more to advertise the fact that his 
show was in town than newspaper and 
other forms of advertising that cost 
money. 


“Circuses nave “hn detains in press 
work and press agentry to elevate circus 
people and the circus business in the 
minds of the American public. Pub- 
lished reports of sluggings, beatings, 
threats and intimidation of competitors 
will only undo the good that has “been 
done and return to the minds of many 
of the public the old-time opinion that 
circus employees and concessioners are 
thieves, thugs and outlaws, who will not 
stop at sluggings and murder to make 
money. Gangster tactics can accomplish 
no good for any business. I personally 
will enter a complaint to the Director 
of Public Safety of my home State 
(Massachusetts) against any show using 
such tactics while showing here. If cir- 
cus trailers in other States will do like- 
wise the situation soon will be changed. 

“I wish to commend Tom Gorman, of 
Gorman Bros.’ Circus, for not tolerating 
these unshowmanlike tactics on his 
show. His concessioners, orderly and 
courteous, are a credit to the business. 

“My advice to any circus concessioner 
who cannot stand competition is to get 
out of the business. Gangster methods 
will never get him by. I have stood both 
inside and outside competition for 12 
years and am still getting a good living.”

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Life of a Miracle 


T IS with great trepidation and an 

acute feeling of being unequal to the 

task that the rookie who landlords 
this corner attempts to report on This 
Way to the Big Show: The Life of Dexter 
Fellows, written by Dexter Fellows and 
Andrew A. Freeman, a gentleman who, 
if he does nothing else, has earned a re- 
served seat among the immortals because 
he managed to get Mr. Fellows to turn 
author and reveal all. It seems curious 
that the most famous and best loved 
press agent of this and another genera- 
tion (not to be qualified by being merely 
the most famous and best loved circus 
herald) should have waited all these 
years to unmask himself, but Mr. Fellows 
is nothing if not modest—believe it or 
not—and if he chose to keep his 
memoirs from us until now, that is his 
own business. The point is that he has 
finally emerged with what had been 
stored up in his fertile mind. For that 
we should be grateful. 


How could anyone who has known Dex 
the man for only half a dozen years or 
so write about his work with the in- 
timacy that characterizes the tonsful 
of review matter penned by reporters, 
critics, columnists, feature writers, 
editors and others in the journalistic 
literati who have known him for 20 or 
more years? Fellows the myth has been 
known to even such yearlings as your 
correspondent ever since we switched 
from a religious and exclusive reading 
of the comic strips to an affectionate re- 
gard for the news columns, but the myth 
is shattered as the man creeps between 
the covers of a book so that it becomes 
vital and necessary to judge him solely 
on his merits as a personality. This 
method immediately produces “trepida- 
tion and an acute feeling of being un- 
equal to the task.” I therefore prefer 
to call This Way to the Big Show the 
most compelling and the most important 
circus book that has come from a pub- 
lishing house (Viking Press in this in- 
stance) in, say, a couple of hundred 
seasons and then lease the rest of this 
pillar to the New York gazetteers who 
have known him longer and are certainly 
entitled to have their opinions sent out 
to the show business in general and the 
circus business in particular. 

Clifton Fadiman, writing in The New 
Yorker, called it “the Greatest Book on 
Earth,” which is a way of saying that 
the book concerns “the Greatest Guy 
on Earth.” 

Whitney Bolton, of The Morning Tele- 
graph, now has the floor: “It is an amaz- 
ing record and a personal history of 
vivid sharpness. It is a colorful, warm- 
ing book and you could like every page 
of it. The anecdotes of the old days of 
Wild West shows and early circuses are 
priceless.” There is “a touching tribute 
to Lillian Leitzel, the prima donna of 
the high rings and the trapeze.”

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Midget Radios of Quality 
Augment Salesboard Appeal 


DETROIT, July 25.—Small radio sets 
are excellent premium propositions, ace 
cording to the experience of Max 
Schubb, head of Senubb & Company, 
Detroit coin-machine and _ salesboard 
operators. In an interview with The 
Billboard correspondent Schubb out- 
lined his experience: 

“Radios make one of the best forms 
of premiums that we have discovered in 
a long, long time, especially on sales- 
boards. There are a lot of cheap radios 
available, and there are the better 
grades. The latter will make the boards 
move twice as fast. Merchants appre- 
ciate the quality of the premiums offered 
over their counters and will promote 
the boards with a little better personal 
help when they know that their own 
custamers will get quality rather than 
just shoddy or fancy novelty merchan- 
dise in anything as substantial as a 
radio. 

“A small portable radio set is in big 
demand right at the present time—the 
records of summer sales in this field 
are very high, relatively. People want 
an extra set to take out to the summer 
cottage, or one that can be moved out 
on the porch or easily carried around 
the house in warm weather. Perhaps 
the family is almost living in the base- 


Drought Not as 
Bad as Reported 


Business men in the Middle West and 
Northwest feel that the Eastern news- 
papers are playing up the drought news 
to the detriment of the business com- 
munity in the drought regions. While 
the seriousness of the situation is gen- 
erally not contradicted, it is pointed 
out, however, that the present drought is 
by no means unexampled and that the 
West has successfully passed thru worse 
conditions. 


Fatalities were higher during the year 
1911 and only slightly exceed those of 
the year 1934. Farmers “in the dry 
regions know how to deal with drought 
conditions and the West has seen years 
of considerable prosperity following the 
1911 drought without the wide govern- 
mental aid available to farmers this 
time. Besides, for every farm suffering 
from drought conditions, there are a 
greater number where conditions are 
fairly normal and which in consequence 
will actually be benefited by higher 
prices for farm produce. 


Conditions in the Southern farm belt 
are reported to be subnormal but gen- 
erally satisfactory. 


Rains when coming soon can still 
change the picture completely. Any 
news of rain in the drought regions 
should be regarded as indicating a sub- 
stantial and far-reaching improvement 
in business conditions. 


Going Strong 


Last year the premium business in this 
country amounted to $400,000,000. This 
year’s estimate puts it at no less than $600,- 
000,000 . . and going strong. And of 
this amount china, glass, aluminum, enamel- 
ware, white goods and silverware account 
for over two-thirds of the volume.—Re- 
tailing, Home Furnishings Edition.

Careful selection of the 
product to be offered is necessary. 


“These small radio sets have both 
long and short wave reception, and this 
dual feature seems to be in popular de- 
mand today. All that is required to op- 
erate them js to plug the set into a con- 
venient electric light socket and it is 
ready to go. Altho there have been mil- 
lions of radio sets sold, the market is 
far from saturated, especially in connec- 
tion with these small sets, which can be 


used as auxiliaries in the home to the - 


main set in the living room. 


“A set with good reception and a clear 
tone is essential if you want to retain 
your customers. The public will keep 
coming back if they know that they are 
getting quality, and the same tocution 
owner will dispose of several salesboards 
instead of just selling one and then be- 
ing all thru with the proposition thru 
dissatisfaction with the ultimate prize. 


“There is another type of board being 
used now in which one set is given to 
the location owner for disposing of the 
board while the other goes to the win- 
ner of the grand prize. In this case the 
place, if it is a beer tavern cr similar 
hall, may really require a larger radio 
than the small sets designed for home 
use or for a confined space. I have 
made arrangements in all such cases to 
pass on the full allowance for the small 
radio set to the location owner, allow- 
ing him to use it as the principal pay- 
ment on a full-size radio set. This spe- 
cial courtesy feature has been especially 
well appreciated and has made steady 
customers out of many owners—and en- 
thusiastic pluggers for the salesboar 


Home Furnishings 
In Great Demand 


Orders approximating $16,000,000 for 
home furnishings were placed during the 
two-week period of the two furniture 
shows held at the Merchandise Mart and 
and the Furniture Mart in Chicago and 
just concluded. A more varied range of 
products than ever was shown at the two 
shows and the number of buyers in at- 
tendance represented an increase of 34 
per cent over last year’s events. A survey 
of exhibitors showed that sales gains over 
the last markets ranged as high as 78 per 
cent, while the average increase was 25 
per cent. 


Almost without exception new designs 
of home furnishings and accessories met 
with great favor, altho prices on most of 
these items averaged 5 to 8 per cent above 
last winter. Many advance orders were 
placed in anticipation of a much greater 
increase in prices during the next six 
months as predicted by many manufac- 
turers due to an expected scarcity of 
skilled labor. 

Officials of the markets stated that 
based on expressions from leading manu- 
facturers, the furniture industry, as the 
result of recent heavy ordering, can look 
forward to the longest pericd of sustained 
full-strength production that it has 
known in seven years.

Retail business, altho hampered by heat 
in many parts of the country, surged ir- 
regularly forward the past week, while 
industry maintained its unusual vitality, 
according to the Associated Press.

The weekly Department of Commerce 
survey states that “while a great part of 
the country remained in the grip of a 
heat wave, crop deterioration was some- 
what checked in areas visited by scattered 
rains and despite some setbacks retail 
trade met the onslaught with renewed 
strength. 

“Wholesale business experienced a live- 
lier tone as fall buying moved into full 
stride with the movement augmented by 
reorders for summer items.” 

Heavier shipments of less than carload 
lots of goods, miscellaneous products and 
grains helped lend encouragement to the 
midsummer business picture. 


Football Will 
Boost Fall Sales 


Along the sporting goods line, football 
equipment will just about crowd out 
everything else during the next few 
months for sales possibilities. Salesboard 
operators particularly are getting set to 
capitalize on the rapidly growing pop- 
ularity of the game as a participating 
sport. And operators of pin games who 
feature daily or weekly high score awards 
are counting on football merchandise to 
stimulate machine play during the early 
fall season and some of them have already 
selected lines of quality items. To par- 
ticipate in the game, these operators 
realize, a considerable amount of equip- 
ment is necessary. 


One of the chief factors in the expected 
record demand for playing equipment has 
been the exploiting of college and pro- 
fessional games over the radio and thru 
the press. On top of this the interest and 
activity in the game are getting under 
way each year a little earlier. It is pre- 
dicted that the number of boys and 
young men on college and high-school 
varsity and class teams, as well as on in- 
dependent clubs, will exceed that for any 
year in history. 


Nation-wide voting now on to select 
representative players in the All-Star 
Game September 1 has served to center 
attention on footballs, helmets, football 
shoes, jerseys, shoulder pads, pants and 
the like as offering a tremendous market. 


As an indication of what the prospects 
are, orders in considerable number have 
already br ~n reported for this equipment 
and leadi’ .g wholesalers of sporting goods 
are expecting to do the best business of 
their careers in this line this season. 


Lamps Good Bet 
For Fall Prizes 


Concessioners following the fairs will 
co well to heed the trend of lamp sales 
during the fall months. Over 50 per 
cent of all 1935 sales took place in the 
months of September, October, Novem- 
ber and December, 


Of course, it is evident that December 
should be a good lamp month because 
of Christmas. But as for the other three 
months, the most probable reasons are 
that it is moving time for plenty of 
families and that people are beginning 
to prepare for their usual more active 
interest in reading and nights at the 
iireside, 


In view of the fact that September 
and October are great fair months in 
various sections of the country, it seems 
plausible that concessioners should take 
advantage of this more or less inflated 
cemand for lamps on the part of the 
public.

“It Takes All Kinds--” 


Manufacturers, jobbers, operators—here’s an editorial with much food for 
thought! New ideas are the life of any business. They keep an industry from 
going to seed and insure continuation of profits. Silver Sam has hit the nail on 
the head in “It Takes Alt Kinds—.”-—EDITOR, 


Even after you've grown weary of hearing the radio announcer say 
it, “time marches on,” and the coin machine industry continues to prove 
to the world that it has a change of pace. 


Witness the announcement in the advertising columns of Tne Billboard 
in recent weeks of several bowl-a-ball coin-operated amusement devices. 


Nobody, of course, can say that the basic idea is new—but the appli- 
cation of that idea in the modernized games seems to be fresh and novel. 


Pinball itself was based on an idea the origin of which is aimost lost 
in antiquity. 


I suppose there will be manufacturers who will view with alarm the 
introduction of the new-type games. Maybe their worry will be justified, 
but Silver Sam can’t think so. Nobody can convince me that any good 
coin machine will injure the income of any other good coin machine. My 
honest belief is that the introduction of half a dozen radically different 
and meritorious ideas to the industry would stimulate business for every- 
one, including those in no way connected with the organizations sponsor- 
ing the ideas. 


The history of the business bears out my belief. Pinball at its in- 
ception was called a fad, another midget golf. But where midget golf had 
nothing new to offer after the first few weeks, the manufacturers of the 
marble games have displayed real genius in bringing forth one new idea 
after another, rnonth after month, with surprise following surprise and 
innovations becoming the regular thing. Pinball fans have had no chance 
to grow weary of the pastime, for there has been something new and 
different to intrigue the customer the instant his interest began to lag. 


Many manufacturers, at first inclined to hostility when competitors 
introduced new games. have come to realize that new games, constant 
change, are the absolute tlood and sinew of the business. 

Bearing in mind the known, generally accepted profitable life of any 
pinball table, imagine how valueless would be the property of one manue 
facturer with one idea for a game and a monopoly on the pinball business 
for the entire United States. Had such an unfortunate situaticn existed 
pinball would have done a far quicker fadeout than did midget golf. Lack 
of variety and lack of the competition which fosters variety would have 
killed the giant industry in its swaddling clothes. As soon as the ad- 
mittedly fickle public tired of this mythical manufacturer’s one game pine 
ball would have been consigned to the land of midget golf and flagpole- 
sitting contests. 

Vending machines accustomed people to the procedure of patronizing 
coin-operated machines. Coin-operated phonographs came into being and 
the steady progress of the vencing machines was stimulated rather than 
impeded. The music machines were always dependable profit-makers, but 
it is a conceded fact that never were they so profitable as after pinball 
became a national pastime. Today, with pinball growing in popularity, the 
music machines are hitting new peaks in sales and profits. Diggers, in- 
troduced long before pinball, enfoyed a renaissance in popularity and in- 
creased money-making ability when pinball focused the world’s attention 
more sharply on coin-operated amusement machines. Those connected 
with the digger business will readily admit that the machines are enjoying 
a bigger take today than at any time in their history. 

The bowl-a-ball games are one more innovation in the industry. The 
prediction that everyone allied with the coin machine business will benefit 
from their introduction is reasonably safe. Whether or not any Manue- 
facturer, operator or location owner becomes directly connected with the 
new games, he should derive material aid from them. 

Aside from their novelty, they seem certain to help the trade from 
another angle. The world will accept them without any argument as games 
of skill. Bowling and baseball, two of the nation’s most popular sports, 
have convinced the public beyond any slightest doubt that some men 
possess greater proficiency than others in controlling the course of a ball 
and that it’s all in knowing how. 

That the legality of the games will be questioned is almost impossible. 
In instances where operators and location owners rely on competitive play 
appeal to create business the games will be absolutely invulnerable from 
this standpoint. Where skill awards are offered operators and location 
owners will simplv be fcllowing the practice of the most progressive 
bowling alley and billiard hall proprietors. 

The games will open new profit channels, drawing play from people 
who have shied away from pinball games because of peculiar ideas formed 
as a result of misinformation and adverse propaganda. 

Every person with any semblance of fairness in his mental makeup 
will be forced to admit that the bowl-a-ball type games are clean, harme 
less, inexpensive amusement. 

And how will that affect pinbaJl games? Well, I have a hunch that 
bowl-a-ball players will begin to do a little thinking for themselves, in- 
dependently of the anti-pinball propagandists. After all, these new game 
fans will reason, there’s small distinction between propelling a large ball 
by hand and propelling a smaller one by means of a plunger which is 
operated by hand. These converts will see that both games are made 
available by the insertion of a coin in a coin chute and they will readily 
comprehend that both types of entertainment offer the customer a definite 
number of balls for a stated price. 

There'll come a day when, having made up their minds that pinball 
differs only in technicalities from the bowl-a-ball games, these new coin 
game players will decide to explore the entertainment possibilities that 
come from playing the marble tables. Henceforth. they'll indulge in both 
forms of amusement. 

Pinball operators, too, generally admit that many heretofore closed 
locations nave tremendous profit-making potentialities. A goodly num- 
ber of closed locations will be opened by the new games which are patterned 
more closely after conventional forms of sport. Once these locations are 
satisfactorily, pleasantly and profitably engaged in the coin machine busie 
ness, the gates will be open to pinball. 

While excessive competition seems to be throttling the advancement

One of the most im- 
portant facts brought out in practically 
all of the letters was that Thoro-Bred 
enabled the operator to obtain a better 
type of location.

After receiving it the first thing that 
popped into my mind was, here’s the 
machine all those ritzy places will cer- 
tainly want. I loaded the Thoro-Bred 
onto my light truck and I set sail. I 
walked into an exclusive night club and 
as soon as the manager saw me he 
started shaking his head. I urged him 
to let me unload the machine and set 
it up and if he still didn’t want it I'd 
buy $10 worth of liquor to compensate 
him for the time he spent with me. He 
finally consented and I set Thoro-Bred 
up. Well, this manager is bothering the 
devil out of me to get another one for 
him. He tells me that in addition to 
the big money it is earning many peopls 
are coming to his place just to play 
the machine. For myself I’ve never 
made more money on a machine in all 
the years I’ve been in the operating 
business. 

“I have since received calls from six 
big hotels, two country clubs, innumer- 
able night clubs, taverns and recreation 
parlors. I have just ordered 20 more 
Thoro-Breds and if each of them just 
nets me one-fourth of what that first 
one is I’ll order at least 100 more.” 

Jimmy Johnson, owner of the West- 
ern Equipment and Supply Company, 
stated that, altho the orders on Thoro- 
Bred have been very heavy, shipments 
are not being delayed. At the present 
time, with Western's large facilities at 
hand, the force has been increased and 
the plant is running 18 hours a day, and 
all orders reczived for Thoro-Bred aro 
shipped immediately.

CHICAGO, July 25.—Upon his return 
from a trip thru the Southwest Dave 
Gottlieb, head of D. Gottlieb & Com- 
pany, enthused over conditions in that 
territory. “The celebrations in Dallas 
and Fort Worth,” said Dave, “are cer- 
tainly bringing the people to Texas and 
they are spending money. They are 
there for a good time and.they’re hav- 
ing it. 

“Coin machines are getting their share 
of the business to be had at the Texas 
Centennial at Dallas and the Frontier 
Celebration at Fort Worth. I was grati- 
fied to see the great number of Gottlie> 
games located thruout these cities. Daily 
Races is a big favorite all thru the 
Southwest and both the multiple coin 
slot and the mystery single coin slot are 
topics of conversation of jobbers and 
operators. 

“When I left Chicago our plant was 
running at capacity in order to meet the 
demands of operators and jobbers all 
over the country. When I returned I 
was informed that the factory did not 
let up for one minute during my entire 
absence. I am pleased to report ths? 
the way things look now it will be 2 
long time before we have to go under 
capacity output.” 
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FREHAND | 
Sees Great Field 
In Candy Venders 


CHICAGO, July 25.—J. W. Coan, 
president of Chicago Rushour Company, 
sees a great field ahead for merchan- 
dising machines, and especially for candy 
venders. 

“We feel reasonably sure,” says Mr. 
Coan, “that the trade in general will 
be interested to know that we have de- 
signed and developed a new candy 
vender—a machine that will become 2 
sensation so far as automatic mer- 
chandising is concerned. 

“The new machine is not designed 
and built around some silly mechanical 
idea or around one or two candy hars. 
It is built around the candy market. 


“There are 1,200 different combina- 
tions in candy-bar form. There is @ 
consumer who has an appetite for these 
various kinds of candy bars. Variety 
has been the means of success for the 
candy industry. Therefore the auto- 
matic merchandising machines selling 
candy must offer a variety of merchan- 
dise that his met with consumer 
demand. 

“Our entire structure and develop- 
ment has been built around the con- 
sumer, for we must give him what he 
wants to buy and give him quality and 
value. Unless we do this sooner or later 
we are out of business. 

“Our new Rushour machine displays 
a large variety of bars, all in their 
original wrapper. The consumer can 
select from a small compact machine 
any bar he desires. The machine is 
beautiful in appearance; in fact, we 
have gone to all extremes in this par- 
ticular instance. The machine is fair 
with the consumer—he cannot lose his 
money. It is fair to the owner, as it 
does not take slugs. Our new coin 
mechanism is built entireiy around the 
nickel. We use no scales, magnets or 
any of the other old ideas that have 
been used in the automatic merchan- 
dising field for a long time. What we 
actually do is take a mechanical picture 
of the coin, thereby dealing with the 
coin and not with its operation. 


“There has never been an argument 
against the possibility in a measure 
of success selling merchandise auto- 
matically. The only question involved 
was to design and develop equipment 
that would do the job intelligently, in 
keeping with the market of the com- 
modity to be sold. It is our firm belief 
that to develop and design a candy ma- 
chine and build that machine around 
the candy market was a much more 
difficult problem than to build mae 
chines for the various other kinds of 
merchandise sold automatically because 
of the consumer’s varied taste, which 
calls for a larger variety of merchandise 
to be displayed for sale. Other ma- 
chines in the past few years have met 
with phenomenal success because they, 
too, have built their machines around 
the market relating to the merchandise 
to be sold, and we point in this respect 
to the cigaret machines. Six brands of 
Cigarets constitute about 92 per cent of 
the total volume of the cigaret business, 
which is equal to about 60 brands of 
candy bars. In other words, to get the 
consumer’s accepted volume from pur- 
chases it was necessary for us in the 
automatic merchandising field of candy 
to build a machine that would hold 10 
times as many varieties as do the cigaret 
machines, and that is exactly what we 
have accomplished. 

“Ultimately merchandising of candy 
a an unlimited possibility from a 

rid-wide standpoint. Candy is con- 
munae by the young, middle-aged and 
the old in every civilized country in the 
world. Candy machines can be located 
at strategic locations and afford the 
consumer a service where ordinarily the 
Present distribution of candy could 
hever hope to reach the consumer be- 
cause the selling cost would be too 
freat. Automatic merchandising will 
Some day be one of our major industries, 
Gealing with legitimate merchandise, 
and it is my personal opinion that in 
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the next few years to come the total 
volume of business for the sale of candy 
thru automatic merchandising machines 
will be greater in volume than the candy 
manufacturers’ present system of dis- 
tribution.”

Philadelphia 


PHILADELPHIA, July 25. —Nickel-in- 
the-slot parking meters may find their 
way onto Philadelphia’s center city 
streets.

Future of Parking 


Meters 


Seems Definitely Assured 


By ALBERT A. SILBERMAN, General Sales Manager, 


The parking meter, which recently 
passed its first birthday, has already 
proved its importance to the country at 
large in helping to solve one of the na- 
tion’s greatest problems, traffic regula- 
tion and control. 


For many years the problem of curb 
parking of vehicles has grown increas- 
ingly vexing to city officials and many 
have frankly confessed that the regula- 
tion of traffic in general and control 
of parking in particular, especially in 
the congested areas, was entirely out of 
hand. Because of the high cost of 
adequate personnel to administer park- 
ing regulations and because they were 
so easily evaded by the simple expedient 
of erasing chalk marks or moving the 
vehicle a few feet periodically, it was 
found impracticable, if not impossible, 
to secure enforcement. 


Revenue But’ Secondary 


The cities in which parking meters 
are being successfully operated at this 
time disclose that the revenue derived 
at an estimated rate of 40 cents per 
meter per day more than defrays the 
expense of additional personnel to ade- 
quately administer and enforce parking 
regulations and cost of maintenance. 


While the revenue obtained by reason 
of the nickels inserted into the meter 
by motorists for the privilege of parking 
one hour in the metered zone is im- 
portant, it nevertheless falls into a sec- 
ondary position when measured bv the 
actual and definite results obtained in 
the complete control of parking. 


Some of the more important results 


National Parkograf Corp. 


on record from the use of parking meters 
are as follows: 

All-day parkers and “parking hogs” 
have been eliminated from the streets; 
one or more parking spaces are available 
at all times for those having legitimate 
business; spacing the meters at 20 feet 
gives each parked vehicle adequate room 
to enter and leave its parking space; 
the complete disappearance of double 
parking; the immediate availability of 
parking space has reduced the amount 
of slow-cruising space hunters, making 
possible a much more rapid movement. 


The revenue based on 1,000 meters at 
40 cents per meter per day would give 
$400 daily intake, which would be more 
than sufficient for all traffic improve- 
ment needs. 

The parking meter is a most useful 
coin device and will play an important 
part in changing the uncontrollable and 
almost chaotic traffic conditions existing 
today in many cities to a completely 
controlled and orderly process.

CHICAGO, July 25.—Hot weather 
should not be allowed to interfere with 
an operator’s earnings, according to Jim 
Buckley, general sales manager of Bally 
Manufacturing Company, who pointed 
out that the majority of operators are 
holding up their income average by giv- 
ing the public a greater variety of games 
to offset any tendency to drift away 
from coin-controlled amusements. 


“Back in '32,” Jim reminisced, “the 
phrase ‘Boloney, said Moloney’ became 
quite popular, this being Ray Moloney’s 
retort to the suggestion that we were 
heading into ‘dog-day doldrums.’ -~Again 
in '33 we kept our factory going full 
blast with Airway and Skipper. In ‘34, 
with the mercury at 105 along our as- 
sembly lines, we served cold beer all day 
long to workmen who were turning out 
500 Fleets a day. In ’35 Ace, Prospector 
and Jumbo fook the sting out of sum- 
mer. 

“This summer is the biggest yet, with 
the plant operating at peak capacity 
right thru the hot spell. As I see it, 
Bally is busy because Bally’s customers 
are making money, and that, in turn, 
is due to the fact that Bally operators 
are following the policy of diversifica- 
tion. 

“For the cream locations we have Ray’s 
Track and smart operators have learned 
that one Ray’s Track will earn enough 
to compensate for a considerable de- 
cline in the earnings of five or six pin 
games. However, the payout pin games 
apparently don’t need any bolstering up 
—at least not if we judge by sales, as we 
are unable to catch up on orders for 
Challenger, Natural and Roundup in the 
one-shot class or Air-Lane in the 10-ball 


class. For counter operation we have 
the Bally Baby, which in itself is the 
same as three separate games, and our 
Reliance payout dice game. 

“Of course the big winner at present 
is Bally-Roll. We are literally swamped 
with orders for this hit of hits and 
distributor commitments indicate that 
we'll be in peak production way into 
winter.”

NEW YORK, July 25—Most of the 
perspiration which flowed at the Bilt- 
more Theater last night, where Injunc- 
tion Granted! had its premiere, was 
caused by neither the heat nor the 
script, but by Virgil Thompson's music, 
a conglomeration of drums, cat calls, 
whistles and Bronx cheers, the first 
manifestation of which was greeted by 
one “What the —!"” from a startled pa- 
tron. The question is who did it— 
Gertrude Stein or the Living Newspaper. 
Anyway, this cacophony, together with 
the antics of a red-haired Harpo Marx- 
like buffoon and a rapid series of inci- 
dents extending from 17th century Eng- 
land to the present day, makes a point 
of putting capitalists on the spot. This 
is easily done, particularly when the 
capitalists are shown to be aided and 
abetted by a number of judges of our 
most bovine ilk. Thru it all the history 
of labor is outlined by highlighting 
significant incidents of the class strug- 
gle, beginning with the system of in- 
dentured labor in the early American 
colonies and finally working up thru 
various strikes and court incidents and 
rulings to the cases of Eugene Debs, Tom 
Mooney, etc. General Hugh S. John- 
son, of the Blue Eagle; Donald Rich- 
berg, and William Randolph Heerst in 
his fracas with the American Newspaper 
Guild all come in for a generous ribbing. 

What Injunction Granted! mostly re- 
sembles, however, is noises in a swound. 
Its sincerity of purpose has made it lop- 
sided to the point that it impresses as 
too biased.

Groetchen’s New 


Columbia Popular 


CHICAGO, July 25.—Groetchen’s new 
Columbia Jackpot Bell has been wel- 
comed into the coin-machine fraternity 
by operators thruout the world. This 
Tadically new machine is a complete 
transition from the old-style mechan- 
isms. Columbia is a fully automatic 
payout bell or side vender, with double 
jackpots. Reels have 10 stops but 20 
symbols each. The payouts are made 
on the customary Bell machine com- 
binations either on the standard or 
mystery basis. The double jackpots pay 
alternatingly, in addition to 20 pay- 
out on three-bar combination. 

Columbia has no coin tubes or pay- 
cut slides as in the old Bell mechanisms, 
Instead the coins are stored in an 80- 
partition horizontal wheel, standing on 
edge within these compartmerts. No 
coin touches the next one. Therefore 
the machine will work equally as 
fast on worn coins aS on new ones. 
As the coins are inserted thru the goose- 
heck coin-drop slot they are checked for 
correct diameter. After releasing the 
mechanism for play they drop into a 
lotary escalator, which shows the last 
Six coins played. From the last station 
in the escalator the coin drops into the 
80-station rotary coin magazine. At 
each play the coin magazine moves one 
Notch to the right (counterelockwise). 
Whenever there is a payout it moves a 
corresponding number of notches to the 
left and the correct number of coins is 
ejected into the payout funnel thru a 
cam. Once the coin magazine is com-

pletely filled (80 coins) the coins over- 
flow into the jackpot loading chute, 
which keeps both jackpots loaded. A 
certain percentage of the coins go into 
the cash box while the jackpots are 
being loaded. 

Columbia’s mechanism is protected 
against rough play by a safety ratchet 
on the handle and a specially con- 
structed slip clutch for the handle. 

Each Columbia machine plays pennies, 
nickels, dimes and quarters. The change 
trom one kind of coin to another can 
be made right on the location within 
less than five minutes. Only two parts 
are necessary to make the change from 
one coin to another. These extra parts 
are furnished free of wharge. Every

The Op’s “Design for Profits” 


By a VETERAN OPERATOR 


What is the commonest mistake that 
novices in the coin machine business 
make? 


That’s an easy question to answer. In 
my opinion the most prevalent error is 
to expect the business to be on a big- 
profit Fasis overnight. 


It is much like the farmer of the fable 
who because after planting his corn 
had to wait five months for a harvest 
criticized Mother Nature. 


Success of consequence in the coin 
machine business is like success in other 
enterprises. The foundation must be 
laid first. 


There is only one practical policy for 
placing machines in locations, for ex- 
ample, 1nd that is (1) to place them in 
what theoretically seem excellent loca- 
tions to the extent possible and (2) to 
constantly eliminate poor locations, sub- 
stituting better ones. 


Once a first-class location is secured 
and held, the returns rapidly wipe out 
the preliminary effort which may have 
been successful to line up that location. 


It is said that there are national ad- 
vertisers who will spend for advertising 
to the consumer three or four times the 
sale price of the product for each sale 
to a new buyer that is made. On the 
surface this-sounds crazy, doesn’t it-—to 
spend 30 cents so that a dealer may seil 
to a consumer a 10-cent article? 

The arithmetic, of course, is very sim- 
ple. A great majority of the new buyers 
will repeat. What seemed at first shot 
a 10-cent sale may actually in the course 
of years be a $100 or #200 sale. 

The same principle applies to the effort 
which a coin machine operator exerts 
te obtain goad locations. He m3y have 
a machine which, before it gets in a 
good lccation, has been a drone at three 
cr four poor locations over as many 
months. So long, however, as the opera- 
tor understands the basic principie of 
the thing and keeps striving to obtain a 
good location he is safe. He will get 
the good location at last and then, oh, 
boy, profits will begin to rol: up! 

Even tho profits do not begin imme- 
diately, the operator should have a busi- 
ness which from month to month con- 
sistently makes a better showing. There 
will be allowances, of course, for seasonal 
conditions. If the farmer who expects 
his corn to be ready for harvest in six 
or eight weeks is a sap, then that op- 
erator is equally one who, still figura- 
tively speaking, not getting a harvest in 
six months, confidently looks for one 
in the next 12. 

When a merchant signs a lease on a 


location for five years, puts in a stosk of 
dry goods and advertises for business, he 
has committed himself in a big way, 
Perhaps he has made a serious location 
mistake—it isn't in the cards for him 
to get profitable volume. Time goes on 
and the fact is apparant in his low sales. 
However, this merchant is hog-tied by 
that five-year lease. 


In how much better a position ‘the 
coin machine operator is! If certain 
types of machine do nct produce revenue, 
he can replace with others, following the 
latest development of aggressive and in- 
ventive manufacturers. If a location 
is a failure, ne pulls his machines forth- 
with. If one community doesn’t work 
out, it is possible for him t© try another. 


Every cperator starting out should 
have a theoretical plan which is to put 
him on a sound, profit-making basis, 
Of course it will be necessary to modify 
the plan; unexpected reverses will occur 
—also unforeseen Opportunities. The 
operator should allow, too, for the labor 
problem. 

He will need assistants. Who will they 
be? Forunete is the operator who has 
members of his own family or relatives 
he can turn to. Starting with untried 
assistants, he must philosophically ac- 
cept the fact that each one is in a sense 
an experiment. To get one first-class, 
permanent worker, he may have to try 
out five or six. 


This process should be included in his 
“design for profits.” 


There is an old proverb: “Persistence 
is the price of success.” A certain noted 
psychologist declared that  practicaily 
any man who would apply himself un- 
interruptedly to the same business or 
occupation for 20 years would at the 
end of that time be moderately suc- 
cessful. 


So reviewing personal experiences and 
the life stories of various operators I 
have known well for a long time, I say: 
Three cheers for stick-to-it-iveness! 
Somehow or other the fellow who won't 
quit is the one who discovers the great 
opportunities. He makes mistakes—yes 
—but he profits from them. 


One day he is on Easy Street and soon 
becomes the general envy. How few 
realize that he was willing to plan 4 
long campaign, win small battles at first, 
stay with his mission thru discouraging 
times! 

The coin machine business is an in- 
teresting business, full of profit possi- 
bilities, but the demand is for level- 
headed fellows who enter the business 
to stay in it.

Pamco Ballot Gets 
Big Texas Reception 


HOUSTON, July 25.—Harold Dailey, 
South Coast amusement executive, says 
the good-will value of his business has 
taken a decided turn upward with the 
arrival of Pamco Ballot and Pamco 
Leathernecks, two new Pacific Amuse- 
ment payout tables. 


“Ballot is right in line with the trend 
of the times,” says Dailey. With the 
elephant and donkey, symbolical of the 
two big major parties, screened on the 
play field it’s bourfd to have plenty 
of appeal to everyone, Democrats and 
Republicans alike. 5 

With politics the keynote Pamco Bal- 
lot barges out into a principle of play 
that is most catchy. Eight odds values 
take a turn for bigger or lesser awards 
each time a nickel is played. Pockets on 
the board assume the amounts indicated 


on the big odds commutator and pay 
off automatically when the ball caroms 
into the hole of its choice. The skill 
element centers around the top payout 
pockets. However, there are inore all 
over the field for players to stake their 
chances on. 


An outstanding high point of the game 
occurs when a ball escapes all payout 
pockets and approaches the bottom of 
the field. Here there are eight payout 
pockets, each identified by an electric 
light. Lights flash first on one side of 
the board, then jump over to the other 
as they work their way toward the mid- 
dle. Should the ball hit a pocket at the 
same time with its light-up signal odds 
are paid as indicated on the odds com- 
mutator. Dailey reports Pamco Ballot 
to have more speed than any one-shot 
game ever handled thru his concern and 
that Texas operators vote it a big event 
in the history of operating thruout the 
Lone Star State.
